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I wrote to my Father an Account of my preſent 
Situation, and prayed his Directions how to diſ- 
poſe of myſelf; at the ſame Time giving him an 
Hint, that I ſhould be glad to enter into another 
Employ than that I had been engaged in, and, if 
he conſented” to it, had much rather follow the 
Example of my Friend, and ſpend two or three 
Years Abroad, which would in all Probability 
conduce to wear off the melancholy Gloom that 
oppreſſed my Mind, The Solitude I indulged in 
this Receſs, tho? at firſt it humoured my Diſpoſition, 
and gave a Scope to my perpetual Ideas of my love- 
ly, loſt Louiſa, and my abſent Friend and Part- 
ner in Affliction, yet it ſoon grew dangerous for 
me to ſtay there longer, for Fear of entirely un- 
hinging myſelf for the Purſuits of Life, which 
were now become neceſſary to me; and therefore 
I took Leave of my worthy Mafter and Miſtreſs, 
who made me promiſe to ſee them every Week 
or Fortnight to conſole them for the Loſs of their 
Son, and returned to London, where I took an 
Apartment in Red-Lion Street, Holborn, till I 
ſhould otherwiſe diſpoſe of myſelf. I almeſt every 
Day paid a Viſit at Mr, Bellair's, which was now 
the only Comfort I received, and was much edified 
by the Company of that worthy Family: Miss 
Suley lived quite recluſe, and ſeldom would fee 
any Company but me, and then her Converſation 
ran wholly upon her dear Diaper, whoſe Health

we were continually drinking, Theſe amiable 
Petſons ſo ſincerely ſy mpathiſed with me in the 
Lofs of my Louiſa, that my Melancholy was al- 
ways difpelled in ſome Meaſure by their So- 
ciety ; but, in a few Weeks, I loſt even that Con- 
ſolation, by their Departure into the Country, 
where they would fain have had me bear them 
Company, Now, my only Relief lay in the Con- 
verſation of Prig and Mr. Deacon, who entered 
into all my Concerns, and behaved in the kindeſt 
Manner, and once a Week I generally went over 
to ſee Mr. and Mrs, Diaper. I employed myſelf 
ſometimes in writing to my Friend, Mr. Gosd- 
will, his Spouſe, and poor Fidele, who were all 
under great Concern at my Loſs; but Fidele was 
quite inconſolable, and had taken on ſo much at 
the Death of her Miſtreſs, that they feared ſhe 
would fling herſelf into a Conſumption, I wrote 
her Word, that I would for ever take Care of 
her, and defired Mr. Goodwill to let her have 
whatever Money ſhe wanted, which I would re- 
pay him again, She frequently went over to ſee 
my Mother, with whom alſo Mrs, Goodwill had 
commenced an Acquaintance. I received a Letter 
from Archer about this Time, informing me, that 
he was become a Dealer himſelf, and went on with 
great Succeſs: As to poor Sharpley, I had beard 
nothing from him a conſiderable Time, nor knew 
in what Part of the World he at preſent was. My 
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Father wrote me Word, that I might ſtay where I 
Was, and take a little Pleaſure, till he came up to 
London, to talk with and ſee me ſettled, which he 
propoſed to do in about three Months, In the In- : 
tervals of my other Avocations, I endeavoured to 
make myſelf Maſter of ſeveral Branches of Learn- 
ing, I had not touched on before, and, merely by 
Way of Amuſement, went thro* the Study of Na- 
vigation, which yielded me great Pleaſure, Still 
the Image of my Louiſa remained before my Eyes, 
and I every now and then fell into the moſt cruel 
Deſpondency, and called aloud for Death to relieve 
me from my Torments, I found it ſo dangerous 
to be alone, that I encouraged my Friend Prig, 
to call upon me as often as he had an Inclination, 
and forced myſelf to partake of all the Diverſions 
and Amuſements he propoſed ; but thoroughly con- 
ceived an Averſion for the Company of Women, 
which at firſt was inſpired by a certain Delicacy of 
never taking any Delight in the Sex ſince my Lou- 
i/a's Death, which was a Reſolution I fo conſtantly 
ſupported, that at length I even grew moroſe and 
unmannerly, and would abrupily leave any Com- 
pany upon a Lady's Entrance. Mr. Deacon, tho 
an excellent Man, had one prevailing Foible; he 
loved his Bottle, and had a Club for every Night, 
where he often importuned me to accompany him, 
under the Notion of keeping up good Company and 
Fellowſhip, I was one Evening perſuaded to go 
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with him to one of thoſe Meetings, which gave 
me ſuch an Idea of the Folly and Abſurdity of 
ſpending Time in a promiſcuous Company, of that 
while away Strain, that I can't help drawing the 
Picture of it, not doubting, but it is a Pattern of 
moſt others in this Metropolis, At our Entrance, 
we were faluted by three or four Perſons, to whom 
Mr, Deacon preſented me, and excuſed his Brek- 
ing in upon the Rules of the Company, by bring- 
ing a Stranger without Leave; we then ſeated our- 
ſelves, and a profound Silence enſued of near 
twenty Minutes, which was interrupted by Mr. 
Shuttle, a Weaver, who obſerved, that it was 
the fineſt Day we had had for a Fortnight paſt, 
which he was very glad of, as the next Day he 
was to goto a Pariſh Feaſt at Barnet, Mr, Bur- 
- niſb, a Brazier, replied ; that he had been invited 
to go there too, but that Mr. Tunbelly, the Church- 
Warden, had never had a Gooſe at any one of his 
Feafts, which was a Thing he greatly loved, and 
could not imagine he had any Averſion to it him- 
ſelf, for which Reaſon, he was ſure it was always 
omitted as an Aﬀeront to him. Mr. Shuttle then gave 
a long Account ofa Dinner he eat the Day before 
with Juſtice Mittimus, in which he particularly prai- 
ſed the Chicken and Aſparagus, and concluded with 
obſerving, that the Juſtice did nothing without his 
Advice. Immediately the Doors were thrown 
open, and in came the Juſtice himſelf, at which

Mr. Snap, the Juſtice's Clerk, with a Warrant to 
ſign, which obliged the Juſtice to put on his Spec- 
tacles, notwithſtanding which, he would have 
ſigned it at the wrong End, if his Clerk had not di- 
rected his Hand. You know what the Affair is, 
Mr. Snap, I ſuppoſe? Yes, Sir, replies the Clerk, 
it is about an Aſſault: Oh, ho! is it ſo? Send them 
to Bridewell then, Yes, Sir, ſays the Clerk, who 
could hardly contain himſelf, I made the Commit- 
ment out for that Place. The Clerk diſmiſſed, and 
Supper ended, his Worſhip took up the Pipes, and 
filling one, after offering bis Tobacco to the whole 
Company to ſmell to, ſaying, it was the beſt in 
Chriflendum, 
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Chriflendom, he poured out a Glaſs, and drank 
the King's Health, Another Pauſe of Silence en- 
ſued, till the Health went round, when Captain 
Swagger, a Sea Officer, entered upon Politics, by 
ſwearing, it was ſhameful England ſhould ever be 
in Peace, ſince ſhe got more by War; adding, that

] Diſpatched an Anſwer to my Friend, by a Ship 
that was juſt failing to Liibon, which probably 
might arrive there Time enough to give him the 
wiſhed Intelligence how Matters ſtood in England, 
and, by the ſame Conveyance, ſent another Letter 
to Archer, 

One Evening, as Mr. Prig and myſelf were re- 
turning from Hampſtead, where we had taken an 
Excurſion, ſomewhat later than ordinary, on Foot, 
thinking it the ſafeſt Way, we ftruck thro' the 
Fields between Kentiſh Town and Bloomsbury, and, 
for our better Security, as there were many Ac- 
counts of Robberies committed between Hampffead 
and London, had drawn our Hangers, which we 
carried naked in our Hands, We had already 
croſſed three Fields, and could plainly diſcover the 
Lights from Red. lion- Street and Queens-Square, fo 
| that we imagined we had got clear of any Mole- 
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ſtation; but we were miſtaken, for, ſuddenly, 
paſſing over a narrow Cauſeway, two Men jumped 
out of a Ditch on one Side, whilſt two others did 
the ſame on the other Side, and, with a Multitude 
of Oaths and Execrations, ordered us to ſtand, and 
deliver, or we were dead Men. As we perceived 


each of them was armed with a Piſtol, we did not 


think proper, for the Sake of a little Money, to 

be Fool- hardy, and ſo directly delivered our Purſes 
to them; at the ſame Time I told them we had no 
more, for our Watches were leſt behind us; and 
deſired them to treat us like Gentlemen: Aye, ſo 
we will, ſays one of them, and immediately fired 
his Piſtol, the Ball of which grazed upon my 
Shoulder, and took away a Piece of my Coat. 
We immediately concluded we were to expect no 
Quarter from them, and therefore, turning Back 
to Back, prepared to make the beſt Defence we 
were able, and, in that Poſition, received the 
Fire of another Piſtol, two others flaſhing in the

attacked on all Sides with Bludgeons, which they 
had concealed in their Boſoms, We beſtirred out- 
ſelves as nimbly as we poſſibly could, but yet were 
fearful we ſhould be overpowered with Numbers, 
when a lucky Stroke I made cut one of the Fel- 
: lows down the Shoulder; and, ſhortening: my 
Hanger, which was a cut · and-thruſt one, I ran it 
up to the Gripe in his Body, at which he gave a 
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Groan, and fell down at my Feet, There needed 
no more to diſhearten the reſt, who directly took 
to their Heels; but we purſued them ſo nimbly, 
crying out, Thieves all the Way, that, at the End 
of Red-lion-Street, they were all three taken, and 
we immediately carried them into a Public-houſe, 
till we could get more Aſſiſtance, and convey them 
before a Magiſtrate. We found no other offenſive 
Weapons upon ſearching them; but no Surprize 
could be equal to ours, when, in the Face of one 
of theſe Footpads, we diſcovered the Features of 
that Villain Packer! I gave a great Cry, occaſioned 
by my Aſtoniſhment, and asked him the Reaſon 
he was not contented with our Money, but purſued 
our Lives with ſo much Inveteracy, which had 
brought him into his preſent Circumſtances : I 
added, I was ſorry to fee him in ſuch a Situation, 
for he muſt now expect the Reward due to ſo 
-many Crimes as he had been guilty of ; at the 
ſame Time wiſhing any other Perſon had been the

him, by any Thing I had ever tranſacted, to ſuch 
an inhumane Reſentment. No, he replied, was 
not you the Means of turning me from Mr. Dia- 
per's, by making yourſelf buſy with what you had 
no Concern with? 1 aſſured him the contrary, and 
that what I did in that Aﬀair was what I merely 
thought my Duty, and what I could not diſpenſe 
with myſelf from doing, without mixing it with 
any Thing perſonal againſt himſelf, more than the 
Nature of the Caſe required, By this Time ſome 
Perſons returned, with an Account that the Man, 
who had fallen, was dead, and a Conſtable enter- 
ing at the fame Time, tho' very late, we carried 
them before a neighbouring Juſtice of the Peace, 
and the Matter was ſo clear againſt them, that he 
committed them all three to Newgate ; and, the 
Seſſions being begun at the Oli Bailey the Day be- 
fore, the Bill of Inditment was found ; they 
were tried tte laſt Day but one of the Seſſions, and, 
upon the ſtrongeſt Evidence, condemned to die, 
Packer behaved with the utmoſt Boldneſs, during 
the whole Trial; and, reflecting upon his former 
Appearance and Behaviour, it gave me a melan- 
choly Concern to ſee ſuch an Alteration. His 
preſent Diſpoſition and Temper, to be fure, how-

ever, was natural, whereas the Sobriety he had 
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formerly aſſumed muſt have been all Hypocriſy and 
Gtimace. | 
Pac ler had a great many. Friends; but his diſ- | 
orderly Behaviour bad ſo incenſed them, that no 
one would ſtir on his Behalf, and, with the other 
. Criminals, he was ſoon after executed at | Tyburn, 
where he would make no Confeflion, but died in 
an hardened and ſenſeleſs Diſregard to Religion 
and Hereafter. Such was the End of this Man, and, 
not withſtanding the manifold Injuries J had recei- 
ved of him, twas with Pain I conſidered myſelf 
as one of the Inſtruments of his Puniſhment, 
Mr, Diaper, was alſo concerned at his Fate, but 
etwas contrary. to all the Maxims of Reaſon, Self- 
defence, and Regard to the Public, to endeavour 
to get him a Reprieve, which, otherwiſe, by that 
Gentleman's numerous Friends, there would have 
been very little Reaſon to doubt, How ſoon this 
Death followed that of the unhappy Woman he 
had debauched and ruined | and of which I was alſo 
a SpeQator ! And the Hand of Providence was ſo 
"viſible in their Puniſhment here, that I hope we 
may entertain an Opinion that Mercy will be ex- 
tended to them in a future State, from that Being 
who is all Forgiveneſs and Forbearfnce, and of 
whom Mercy is one of the greateſt and moſt ſu· 
blime Attributes. 
1 made many Obſervations upon che Behaviour 
ol this Man in his laſt Moments, One would be 


at 
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at a great Loſs to conceive how a human Creature, 
capable of Reflexion, can work himſelf up into 
ſuch an utter Inſenſibility, at an Hour ſo awful, 
45 that of the Separation or the Soul from the Body, 
and launching into the boundleſs immenſe Ocean 
of Eternity: And yet we ſee daily Inſtances of this 
ſhocking Stupidity, for Stupidity it muſt be in ſuch 
Inſtances as theſe; where the W retch has not that 
Innocence and Purity, that Conſciouſneſs of having 
acted like a rational Creature, and that earne/? 
Hope, that fond Deſire, that Longing after Immor- 
tality, which fills the Heart, and ſupports the Spi- 
rits of the juſt Man in his laſt Moments. Annihi- 
lation would be more tolerable to them, were they 
to think at all, than a future State of Exiſtence; 
they would feel no ſecret Dread, nor inward Hor- 
ror, of ſinking into Nought ; far from it, the Thought 
would be agreeable. Ignorance, ſuch total Igno- 
rance, as I have obſerved, in ſome of the loweſt of 
eur Race, may be one Reaſon of the Unconcern at 
z Circumſtance it is poſſible they know little of; 
but may we not rather ſeek for it, than in Igno- 
rance, and a falſe Bravery, in the Conſultations they 
receive from the Ordinary, the Abſolutions. and 
Promiſes he gives them? He adminiſters the 8a- 
craments, and aſſures them of Pardon and Remiſ- 
ſion of Sins, thro' the Merits of Chri/t, . Nothing 
can come nearer to the Practiſes of the Roman Ca- 
. "0 than this artificial Aſſurance and Comfort 
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given to the Criminal; and I think Dr. Mandeville's 
Scheme would have a better Effect, both upon 


them, and the Spectators of their Exit, when he 


adviſes not to proſtitute the Sacrament in that 
Manner, but to ſuffer them to go full of Deſpair ; 
weeping and gnaſhing their Teeth, to the Gallows : 
which, perhaps, would have a real good Effect 
upon their Minds, bring them to a Senſe of their 
Condition, and make their Breathings, and fore 
Sighings of Heart, an acceptable Sacrifice for 


- their Sins. Now, full of the Notion, that, by 


ſay ing they believe what the Ordinary tells them, 
they ſhall be ſaved, adding thereto the ſacred Cere- 
monies of the Church, they think they may put 
on what Appearance ſuits their Tempers beſt at 
the ſhocking Moment, and their natural Vanity di- 
rects them to ſuch an one as ſhall gain the greateſt 
Applauſe with the Mob.

When I had thus vented. all that my Dolour 
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and Rage could ſuggeſt, I yielded to the Supplica- 
tions of my three Friends, and became more com- 
poſed; but ſtill, every now and then, the ſilent 
Tear would trickle down my Cheek, and the 
burſting Sigh rend my very Boſom in Twain. 

We ſpent the Remainder of the Evening in a 
very agreeable Manner; and, as my Friends were

| H E ſtupid Languor of my Mind, and the 
continual Perturbation of my Spirits, which 
were inceſſantly harraſſed in this. Manner, at length 
brought me into a State of downright Inſenſibility ; 
and I went, as it were, mechanically, to ſome 
Club or other, every Evening where I contraQted 

2 Habit of Drinking, than which nothing could 
be more low and degrading. I ran into the Strain 
of their Diſcourſe, and felt a Kind of Relief from 
myſelf, and a Pleaſure in ſaying Things nothing at 
all to the Purpoſe; and, when Wine or Beer could 
not ſuffice to lay my Undallefs, f had Recourſe

Friendſhip with my Father, and that which ſub- 
ſiſted between him and me, made all his Concerns 
known to me; and I fooliſhly offered to give him 
my Note for ſo much, which, as I was well known 
to have ſerved my Time to Mr. Diaper, and to be 
going into Trade for myſelf, and my Father to be 
a Man in very good Circumſtances, he might eaſily 
get the Sum he wanted upon: This, tho' an Affair 
that ought to be very cautiouſly tranſacted, was 
what I had known to be very common in the City, 
upon ſuch” Emergencies ; and I did not doubt Mr. 
Deacon's Honour, who was rich, and who promi- 
ſed me to take it up, before it became due; ſo that 
I took no counter Security from him, and confided 
entirely in his Integrity and Diſcretion, forgetting 
the excellent Maxims I had inbibed in my Appren-

As ſoon as the Officer had left me, one 
of them advanced, and very facetiobſly welcomed 
me to my new Quarters, where he ſaid he had been 
ſeveral Times; and, ſeeing me look ſomewhat dull, 
bid me not mind it, one half of the World had

Only Two and Sixpence fora Bowl of Punch, which 
is what we all pay at our Entrance into this noble 
Society, Sir, and you look too much like a Gen- 
tleman to diſpute the Cuſtom, I immediately 
gave him the Two and Sixpence, and a Bowl was 
brought in, which was ſoon ſucked up by my Af> 
ſociates, who then became very curious and inqui- 
ſitive to know my Buſineſs, and the Occaſion of 
my being bum'd, as they called my being arreſted, 
I had no Mind to ſatisfy them, nor indeed did I 
reliſh their Company; but immediately had a Meſ- 
ſenger called, to ſend a Note by to Mr. Briſt, 
Mr, Prig's Clerk, that I might have a little Ad- 
vice, Mean Time the Officer had intimated ta 


the Keeper of the Houſe, that I was a warm

at preſent, and was likely to do if I continued at 
the Spunging- houſe any longer; ſo I agreed to 
what he ſaid, and gave him the neceſſary Money to 
procure me an Habeas Corpus for my Removal, 
F had luckily above twenty Guineas by me, at 
the Time of my Arreſt, which, in ſome Meaſure, 
ſupported my Spirits; and now I had taken my 
Reſolution, methought I was eaſier, when the 
Officer came into my Apartment, to whom I im- 
parted what I had done. He ſeemed quite cha- 
. griged, and put on a deal of Ill- humour upon it, 
no doubt, expecting me to renew the Writ, and, 
tor the Sake of avoiding a Gao), ply him continually 
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with Civility-money, to permit me to remain 
where I was. He ſaid the Plantiff would take 
any Bail, and was ſurprized I would go to the Fleet, 
which he repreſented in the moſt ſhocking Colours 
to me; but I was prepared for him, and, the four 


and twenty Hours not being expired, Iknew he could 
not carry me to the County Gaol, Newgate, be- 


fore my Habeas Corpus would be taken out, and 
then I was ſecure from the diſappointed Rage of 


theſe inhuman Gentry : However, my Good- na- 


ture operated. ſo ſtrongly, that I gave him Half a 
Guinea, at which his Brow began to ſmooth 3 and, 
aſſuming another Tone, he told me he would do 
any Thing to ſerve me; that I was happy to have 
fallen into his Hands, who was a Gentleman that 
had been reduced, by Misfortunes, to accept of 
his preſent Employ; that many of his Brethren 
would have carried me to Newgate, upon the firſt 
Mention of an Habeas; but as to him, he was a 
Man who did not love to prey upon Gentlemen 
under Trouble. All that he faid was backed 
by the Man of the Houſe; and I could not help 
calling for a Bowl of Punch, to reward them for 
their Civility. At Night I went tb. Bed, about 
Ten' o'Clock, but flept little; and, about Ten the 
next Morning, Mr. Briſt brought me News, my 


Habeas would be ready at Night, which made me 
very eaſy, for I longed to be in a State of more 


Liberty, As ſoon as he was gone, the Officer came

in, and, taking me aſide, told me he believed the 
Plantiff was a ſour, ill-tempered Fellow; and, if 
I would give him five Guineas, he'd put in Bail 
above, that ſhould juſtify their being worth 10,0007.

about my Buſineſs, where I would; but that, if I was 
obliged to ſtay publickly in London, I might clapin a 
Writ of Error, and fight him off for a Twelve- 
month. I was aſtoniſhed at the Roguery of this 
Sett of Men; and tho' it was not proper for me 
to reprove him, I conceived ſo hearty a Diſlike to 
theſe wicked, incroaching Inftruments of the Law, 
that I would ſooner ſuffer an Injury, at any Time, 
than employ them: To both Plantiff and Priſoner 
they will be equal unjuſt! Gain is the God they 
worſhip! and Ill venture to ſay, There is not one 
in an hundred that has either Honour or Honeſty, 

At Night I experienced the Extortion of ſuch 
infernal Houſes, and was charged three Shillings for 
my Bed, two Shillings for Firing, and five Shillings 
extraordinary, for occupying the Room by myſelf; 
which, with what my Dinners, Suppers, and Li- 
quors, came to, in their Way of Reckoning, 
amounted, for the Day and an Half I ſtaid there, 
to forty Shillings, and upwards, "beſide the Half 
Guinea I gave the Officer: Yet this is ſuffered in 
a Country ſubject to the beſt Laws, and where 
| we boaſt ſo much of our Liberty, and the Privi- 
leges of Englihmen! | 

Mr, 
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Mr. Briſt, a Tigfaff, and the Bailiff, attend - 
ed me to a Judge's Chambers, from whence, the 
uſual Forms complied with, we were ſet down at 
the Priſon- gate about nine o'Clock at Night, and 
were immediately uſhered into the Lodge, where a 
rough-hewn Fellow, ftaring me full in the Face, 
and ſeeming to deyour me with his Eyes, demand- 
ed two Shillings as his Fee, telling me, he was the 
Head-turnkey; T complied with his Demand, being 
adviſed before by Briſk,' as alſo in paying a Com- 
pliment of a Bottle of Wine to the reſt of his Col- 
legues, who welcomed me to the College, as they 
called it, with great Mirth and Jollity. I alſo 


| paid the Maſter's Side- fee, and had a Room pro- 
miſed me that very Night at the Rate of TwoShil- 


lings and Six-pence per Week, ready furniſhed, 

I was the more ready to go to the Fleet, from 
the Conſideration that I ſhould there be more ſe- 
cret than at a Spurging-houſe, and had conceived. 
a Notion that it was a Place where few People of 
Conſequence were ſeen to enter; but in this I was 
miſtaken, I afterwards found; for a Fair, compara- 
tively ſpeaking, could not have a greater Reſort of 


Perſons of all Sorts than this Place, where I was 


every Minute known by ſome body or other. A- 
gain, I imagined, when my Father came to Lon- 
den, and ſaw me there, he would be more ready, 
after ſuch a faux pas, as I had been guilty of, to 
gratify my Inclination of going Abroad, I thought

E had not been fined with the owl of 
Punch we called for, before ſeveral Fel- 
lows, moſt of whom I had taken Notice of in the 
Lidge, came in, one after another, upon diffe- 
rent Errands, and ſtaring me for ſome Time ear- - 
neſtly in the Face, and ſeeming to meaſure my 
very Height, went out again: J expreſſed my Sur- 
prize at ſuch Treatment, at which the Gentlemen, 
who were moſt of them Priſoners, I found, ſeem- 
ed very much diverted, and informed me, they 
came to paint me, by which I afterwards under- 
ſtood was meant to take ſuch an Obſervation of 
my Perſon-and Features, as might make me known 
to them, if ever I tame to the Jg, for ſo they 
call one of the inner Gates of the Priſon ;* and, in- 
| deed without ſome ſuch Obſervation, it would be 
impoſſible to prevent Eſcapes amongft fuch a Num- 
ber of People as are here confined., . Fheſe Fel- 
lows ſerve the Warden alſo as Kind of Delatores, 
| and 
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and are his Intelligencers of every Thing that paſſes 
in the Inſide of the Place. The Man, that kept 
the Coffee. room, being a very pragmatical ſaucy 
Fellow, we agreed to adjourn to another Scene, 
and ſee what Entertainment we could meet with 
in the Tap or Cellar, to which we deſcended by a 
Staircaſe; and upon my Entrance from the Black- 
neſs and Darkneſs of the Walls, and the low Cul- 
ings, 1 imagined I was entering the Temple f 
Moluch, and the Buz and promiſcuous Noiſe of the 
Gueſts,” and the Drawers put me in Mind of the 
Hurry and Confuſion between Decks in a firſt Rate 
Man of War. Such a motly Crew of jovial Beings, 
ſure, never were ſeen any where elſe; for my part 
J forgot I was in a Place of Confinement, and began 
to think I was entering Tem King's, or a Booth in | 
Bartholomew Fair: Some were in ſerious Debate 
on Matters of high Import, as how to circumvent 
their Creditors, and eſcape the Jaws of the Gao! ; 
Others were curſing the remor ſeleſs Wretches, who 
had ſuffered them to linger out ſo many Years in 
Miſery and Diſtreſs, without any View or Prol- 
pect, but that of ſatiating their Inhumanity.

- and many, with a familiar Air, ſhook me by the 
f Handy and told me, they were glad to ſee me 
e there, where, if I had Money, I might live as 


ie well as ever I did in my Life, This grew tire- 
te ſome to me, and Brij/#, having been there before, 
55 asked, If we could not procure a Room? Upon 
rt which we were ſhewed to one, which was as hand- 
an ſome as one in a Tavern, in which were only two 
in WW grave-looking Gentlemen, who I found were alſo 


Priſoners ; one of them Sir William Failer, a Ba- 
ronet, and the other Dr. Diagno/iic, a Phyſician, 
who both appeared to be Men of Senſe, and ex- 
preſſed a great Concern at ſeeing me there. We 
called for a Bottle of Wine, and had ſome ſmall 
Matter for Supper, which was brought in by a 
Man Cook, who was as great an Oddity, in Per- 
ſon and Behaviour, as ever I had ſeen, Sir #7 
ham and the Docter drank with us, at my Requeſt, 
and entertained us with the Hiſtory of the Place, 
and the Character of the chief Perſons in it; and, 
amongſt the reſt, told me, there was one Mr. Spe- 
cult, who was a very clever Man, but bad beba · 
„ | ved 
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ved fo arrogantly and overbearingly, that he was 
univerſally deſpiſed by all his Fellow-priſoners in 
general. Then they cautioned me againſt lending 
Money, and adviſed me to keep as much above 
Stairs in my own Apartment as poſſible, which I 
ſhould find more for my Peace and Comfort than 
being below, where they were perpetually invol-

fronting the Bare, where I gave a little Treat to

ing out, Mr. Thompſon, whoever thought of ſee- 
ing you at College! Come, my Friend, let us ſa- 
crifice all our old Animoſities, and, ſince Fortune 
has put us into the ſame Situation, let's live as ſo- 
ciably as we can, and endeavour to do one another 
all the little Services that are requiſite in this Place, 
J was not Proof againſt the good Humour with 
which he uttered this, and gave him my Hand ; for 
I thought it'in vain to ſtand out, as every Minute 
would fling us in one another's Way, and I was 
ever an Enemy to an implacable Temper; tho' I 
ſilently reſolved in myſelf to keep as great a Diſtance 
as I well could, and to converſe with him in the 
moſt cautious Manner. - So I went with him to his 
Room, which was on the ſame Floor, after he had 
viſited mine, which I found to be one of the beſt 
in the Houſe, and ſuperbly furniſhed, Here I 
drank a Dram with him, and parted. I ſoon found 
I had got into a Set of Company that made it im- 
poſlible for me to live frugally, and, tho? our Eat- 
ing daily was ſo reaſonable, yet the Want of ſome- 
thing elſe to employ Time, and the vivacious 
- Mirth of the Table, generally kept us over the 
Bottle or Bowl till pretty late, and I ſoon got an 
Habit of going to the Clubs that were held almoſt 
in every Part of the Priſon, where I ſeldom came 
of for leſs than Half a Crown at a Sitting, and

alſo at Fives, very frequently, which fleeced me 
of a good deal of Money, having generally my 
Maſters in the Game to deal with; ſo that my 
ſmall Stock in leſs than ſix Weeks Time was pret- 
ty much exhauſted, and I began to fear it would 
not laſt me ſo long as was needful; which gave me 
the bittereſt Pangs, as I ſaw daily Inſtances of the 
exceſſive Mifery of Poverty in this Priſon, where 
Money, and Money only, engages Reſpect, and 
the Services and Civilities of your Fellow-priſon- 
ers. I admitted of no- Viſits, but Bri/#s, - who 
I made promiſe not to let his Maſter knew where I 
was till he came to Town; and, as to my Father 
and Mr, Diaper, I wrote to them as uſual, fo that 
they had no Suſpicion of what ha happened, I 
was here in a conſtant Round of Company and Di- 
verſions, of one Sort or another, which I eagerly 
purſued, fearing the Return of my Griefs and me- 
lancholy Deſpondency, if I indulged in the leaſt 
my Reflections on my deareſt Louiſa, who ſtill 
was uppermoſt, when I did not uſe Art to ftife 
my Remembrances of her. Things were in this 
Situation, when one Evening, at the Dragon- Clubs 
in the Cellar, I had a Diſpute with Captain Bully, 
laze an Officer in a marching Regiment, who-ats 
tacked me very uncivilly, for having ſaid; that 
Swearing in common Converſation was a very 
angentleman- like Behaviour, The Captain was

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Water, obſtinately reſolving not to impart my Di- 
ſtreſs to any one, but to wait with Patience till 
my Father's Arrival, which I now expected in a 
very little Time, the Plaintiff having declared againſt 
me, and refuſing all Terms of Accommodation. 
And at this Time my former Griefs revived in my 
Mind, with redoubled Impetuoſity; and my Louiſa, 
ſleeping or waking, haunted my Soul, and ſwam 
before my Eyes, in all her torturing, lovely Charms; 
but Lou iſa loſt and gone for ever ! I had no Sports 
or Company to divert my cruel Reflections: and all 
my old Aſſociates, perceiving the Game was up with 
me, forſook me, without vouchſafing even to ſpeak 
to me, when we met. Speculi/t, indeed, two or 
three Times, invited me to Dinner; but I was 
not ſo far reconciled to Baſeneſs, as to accept any 
further Favours of a Man, I could not but recol- 
let ſo many mortifying Occurrences of. Often 
a Biſket and a Dram of Geneva, together with 
the Water from the Pumps, made my Repaſt for 
four and twenty Hours; and I wiſhed earneſtly for

Now he applied all his Talents to drawing up 
Schemes for the Uſe of the Miniſtry, in which he 
met with great Encouragement from General 
Commodus and Sir Houghton Hall; the firſt of them 
a Patron of great Integrity and Credit, and gener- 
ous even to a Fault; the other as remarkable for 
his extenſive Power at the Helm.

There are ſome other Things eſſential to the Af- 
fairs of America that I wiſh could be laid before you, 
ſuch as the Nature and Uſe of a Paper Currency 
there, the Neceſſity of putting it under a proper 
Regulation, and the unavoidable Conſequence of 
utterly ruining our Trade in, and with theſe Co- 
lonies, ſhould it be totally prohibited, 
I have likewiſe ſome uſeful Remarks to offer on 
a proper Encouragement to be given for carrying 
on both the Herring and Cod Fiſhery, on the 
North Coaſt of Scotland ; and I ſhould think my- 
ſelf ſufficiently rewarded, if any Knowledge or In- 
duftry, I am Maſter of, could but procure me ſo

I received a great deal of Satisfaction, before my 
Departure, upon underſtanding that Mr. Diaper 
had yielded to the Deſires of my Father, Mother, 
and Mr, and Mrs. Goodwill, to go with his Family 
to ſpend ſome Months in Yorkſhire, partly at one 
Houſe, and partly at the other; and that they were

Boat, I prepared, with an heavy Heart, to take a 
long Adieu of my Friends. Mr. Goodwill bimfelt 
was ſtruck a little at the mournful Scene, notwith- 
ſtanding all his Philoſophy ; and the big Drops ſtood 
in Prig's Eyes, who could not utter a S;llable. 
Mr. Diaper behaved with as little Cs as 
when he parted with his own Son; his Wife and 
Mrs, Goodwill diſſolved into Tears; my Father 
claſped me in his Arms, with the utmoſt Feryor, 
and beſtowed ten thouſand Bleſſings upon me, and 
put up his Prayers for my Safety.

I dried my Tears, at the Mirth my 
Companions aſſumed ; began to reaſon with my- 
ſelf, and became calm and ſociable, not without 
Putting up ſome ſilent Petitions to Heaven, for the 
Health and Safety of thoſe I had left, and my own 
happy Voyage. Whilſt we were weighing Anchor, 
a Boat came on Board, with ſome live Stock, and 
ſome Dozens of Wine, which my Father had ſent 
as an additional Preſent for our Stores, and ſeveral - 
other Favours of the like Kind from Mr, Diaper, 
with their kind Love to me, and their Reſpects to 
the reſt of the Meſs; and a Servant of Mr, Good- 
goill's, who came in it, gave me a Letter, which, 
by the Superſcription, I knew to be my deareſt 
Mother's Hand; and, tho' I had been abſent but 
an Hour, I was ready to kiſs the Fellow, as a Per- 
ſon whom I had not ſeen for an Age, and who 
brought Tidings from the Dead.

in Compliment to our Friends, who, coming on 
the Shore, purſued us with cager Eyes, as far as 
Sight could follow us:

T was charmed in failing along the chalky Coaſts, 
to obſerve the Country all beſpread with Towns, 
which had a fine romantic Effect upon the Sight, 
and could not fail of being higbly entertaining to 
Perſons who had never been at Sea before; and 
what gave me great Joy was, that, after a little 
Qualmiſhneſe, I felt no more Sickneſs then, or all 
the Voyage after. With a Sigh I took Leave of 
England, as we paſſed that famous Promontory, the

Y new Way of Life agreed with me exceed- 
ingly well, and I felt myſelf fo brisk and 
lively, that I thought I was perfectly inſpired by 
every Breeze that breathed thro' our Sails. Beſide 


the Officers of the Ship, we had ſeveral other Gen- 
tlemen on Board, ſome, like myfelf, going in the 


Company's Service, others to ſettle for the Sake of 
Improving their Fortunes, at their Factories in the 
Za Indies, by Trafficking on their own Bottoms; 
and we were in general a very ſociable and friendly 
Set of People, who having ſeen the World, and 
being intelligent and improved in their Minds, 
formed an entertaining and agreeable Society. 
We had laid in ſuch a Stock of Proviſions and Li- 


quors of all Kinds, that we had little to fear of want- 


ing any of the Conveniencies of. Life, in ſo long a 
Voyage, if we were favoured with a tolerable Paſ- 


ſage, The Captain relinquiſhed much, of the uſu- 
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al Ceremony practiſed by Gentlemen of his Rank, 
and we formed a Meſs together, that made every 
Thing ſatisfactory about us, and in all our Actions 
we ſhewed an Inclination to pleaſe each other. 
My Cabbin was large and commodious, and ſuffici- 
ent for me and a faithful Domeſtic, Vill Truman, 
who had long lived with my Father, and out of 
pure Affection reſolved to follow the Fortunes 
his Son. | | 
We had no ſooner got out to Sea, than I opened 
my Mother's Letter, and, oh! what was my Joy, 
what my Sorrow, to behold, in a Gold-caſe, ſet 
with ſmall Brilliants, the Picture, in Miniature, of 
my dear, my lovely Louiſa? Wonder ſeized me 
at viewing the unexpected [mage of that eternally 
adored Fair one, and all my Regret for her Lofs 
revived afreſh, and kindled up Remembrances in 
my Soul, which Time and my preſent. Views had 
ſomewhat ſtifled. I kiſſed the ſweet Reſemblance, 
over and over, and hung it by a Ribbon to my 
Boſom, reſolving to keep it there till the Hour of 
my Death. In the Hurry of my Spirits, I forgot 
for ſome Time to look at the Letter that conveyed 
this eftimable Preſent; but, when I became calm- 

er, I found it to the following Effect:

H O' I blame myſelf for renewing your Trou- 
ble, at the Sight of this Jewel, yet I cannot 
keep it longer from you, as it is your undoubted 
Property. Some Time before our dear Lauiſa's 
Aunt ſet out for France, after her Niece's Death, 
a Footman came from her with a Letter, and this 
precious Relick, If the Sight of it ſurprized me 
greatly, the Contents of the Letter gave me ſtill 
more Aftoniſhment : She ſaid, her Niece, on her 
Death-bed, had deſired it might be ſent to me, as a 
Token of the Reſpect and Love ſhe bore to the Mo- 
ther of a Gentleman, who was infinitely dear to 
her, and for whom it was originally intended, 
if Fate had not deprived her. of him in ſo cruel a 
Manner. By Frdele, J afterwards underſtood the 
Meaning of theſe Expreſſions, which were then 
quite dark to me, and that the News of your Death 
had given her the fatal Stroke, that loſt her to us 
for ever. But, my Son, you live, thank God, and 
may you live long and happy! Whenever you look 
at that ſweet Face, conſider my Loſs in our Louiſa, 
and preſerve yourſelf, to make me Amends for my 
Affection to both of you. Oh] my Dear, my 
Heart is too full, at this Separation, to fay more! 
Heavens guard, protect and keep you, make you 
happy where you are going, and return you ſafe, 
to bleſs the fondly longing Sight of, 
Tour moſt tenderly affetionate Mather, 
ELIZABETH THOMPSON» 
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Propitious Gales carried us, without any re- 

markable Occurrence, to the Height of Cape Can- 
tin, to the North-weſt of which, we were by our 
Reckonings diſtant about 120 Leagues, when we 
began to apprehend a gathering Storm, The Clouds 
on the Weſtern Board, began to blacken the Skies, 
and a few melancholy Drops wept a Farewel to one 
of the fineſt Days I had ever methought experien- 
ced: And now the Lightnings flaſhed, and the 
hoarſe Thunder growled over the concave Vault 
with deafening Roar, as if whole Nature was 
meeting with a general Diſſolution, and preſently 
the impetuous Vt Wind raiſed the irritated Bil- 
lows Mountains high. Our Commander had gi- 
ven his Orders, with ſuch juſt Diſcernment, that 
we were prepared we thought to meet its worſt Ef- 
forts ; but the redoubled Fury of the Storm ſoors 
rendered our Situation very dangerous, and, before 
we could hand our Mainſail, it was ſplit into 
twenty Pieces, and kept flapping againſt the Maſt 
for ſome Time, before a ſhort Lull of the Wind 
would permit it to be run up to the Yard. If I had 
ever had advantageous Notions of our Britiſb Sea- 
men, I now more than ever found them juſt, and 
their Diligence and Bravery, on fueh Occafions, _ 
furely dignifies them before thoſe of any Country 
I ever knew. Not an Hand but was employed in 
executing fome Order or other for the Safety of the 
8 1: and to ſee them, like Swarms of Bees, 
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hanging on the Yards, was a Sight equally pleaſing 
and dreadful. The Tempeſt encreaſed with great- 
er Violence, and the Waves toſſed us aloft, and 
then ſunk us alow, with ſuch ſudden Shocks that 
my Brains were perfectly addled; and, notwith- 
Randing all the Force I uſed with myſelf, I could 
fand the Deck no longer, but followed the Example 
of the reſt of the Paſſengers, and committed myſelf 
to the ſafe Cuſtody of my Cabbin. The horrid 
Tumult upon Deck, the Piping of the Boatſwain 
and his Mates, mingling with the Howling of the 
Winds, and the continual Daſbing of the foaming 
Waves, made ſuch a Confuſion, as was ſufficient 

to ſtun the Head of any Stranger to theſe uncouth 
| and terrifying Scenes. For near Four and twenty 
Hours we lay too; but, tho' to us all this gave ex- 
ceſſive Pain, when it was in the Height, Captain 
Social told me, it was nothing at all but good Sea- 
man's Weather, and ſwore he was tired of the lit- 
tle Action he had had fo long before, About 
Noon, the next Day, the Skies began to clear, the 
Wind ſeemed to die away in gentle Sobbings, and 
foon the Heavens were ſerene ; the Sun darted his 
brightening Rays upon us, and we felt no Incom- 
modity but the Ship's rolling Motion, occafioned 
by the great tumbling Sea the Storm had left behind 
it, and which put the Seamen into more Apprehen- 
ſion than the foregoing Blaſts had occaſioned; 
but in the ET. a ſtark Calm ſucceeded, and the 
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Surface of the Water was as ſmooth as a Mill pond. 
The deſcending Sun formed a Kind of duſky Am- 
phitheatre around our Horizon ; the azure Firma- 
ment was illuminated with all the glorious ſhining 
Hoſt that adorn thoſe ſpacious Plains, till the 
Moon, | 

Riſing in clouded Majeſty, at length, 

Apparent Queen, unveil'd her peerleſs Light, 

And oer tha Deep her ſiluer Mantle threw “ 


A Scene this, that raiſed my Mind into ſuch a State 
of wondering Devotion, as I could not, if I may ſay 
ſo, even in Thought, expreſs; at laſt I broke out 
into a Soliloquy ſomewhat like this: Oh, infinite 
Creator] benign Governor of the Univerſe ! How 
manifold are thy Werks ! In Wonder haſt thou made 
them all ! Day by Day we magnify thee, the Father 
F a boundleſs Majeſly, Permit an humble Mortal 
to proſtrate before thee, and worſhip thy immenſe 
Omnipotence | Can we be ungrateful, when thou 
baſt given us Faculties above all the reſt of tby 
Creatures here below, to contemplate thy Works, 
to reverence thy forming Wiſdom ? How low, 
how unworthy I ſeem, how little to myſelf, when 
I reflect, that all yon ſplendid Sparks, that glitter - 
ing, chear me with their Influence, may be Worlds, 
more worthy thy Care and Protection, than ehe

In the Morning we were bleſſed with a fine eaſy 
Gale, that carried us, at the Rate of two Knots an 


Hour, fo ſmoothly, that we could hardly perceive 
the mer the Veſſel made: 
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In Latitude 20?, 10', about a Week afterwards, 
whilſt we were endeavouring to ſtand away to the 
Cape de Verde Iſlands, we heard ſeveral Guns fired 
as from a Ship in Diſtreſs ; which Signals our Cap- 
tain anſwered; and ſtood far to the Weſtward, 
more- than his Courſe required, as we imagined 
the Sound came from that Point of. the Compaſs : 
They continued firing for ſeveral Glaſſes, and then 
we diſcovered a great Light at ſome Leagues Di- 
ſtance, as if a Ship on Fire, which made a moſt 
terrible Appearance; and, ſoon after we had deſcried 
her, ſhe blew up, the Fire extinguiſhed, and a 
black thick Cloud ſeemed to rife from the Water. 
We made no Doubt, that the Crew had had Time 
enough to ſave themſelves in their Boats; ſo the 
Captain ſhortened Sail, and fired a Gun every half 
Hour, to acquaint the unhappy Sufferers that Af. 
ſiſtance was at hand. About Twelve next Day, ha- 
ving happily very favourable Weather all the Time, 
we ſaw, as far as our Glaſſes would enable us to ſee, 
a Boat crouded with Men, who ſeemed ſtruggling 
with all their Might to gain our Veſſel; upon 
which Captain Social took in more Sail, and, about 
Seven O'Clock, the poor Creatures, almoſt ſpent 
and dead with Fatigue, got within a Boat's Length 
of the Ship's Side, whence they haled us, and beg- 
ged for God's Sake to be taken on Board. This 
was immediately granted, and, backing the Sails, 
they all got ſafely in, to the Number of Forty - c 
a | | 15 Souls, 
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chacco, partly with Rum, having touched at Bar- 


Ahould, as ſoon have expected to meet in London, at 


ben they judged this to be, and my Mets: 
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Souls. I never received more Pleaſure than in ſee- 
ing how eager the generous Seaman is in relieving 
his Fellow in Diſtreſs; every Man ſtrove who 
ſhould be foremoſt, in giving them or procuring 
them Refreſhment; and, on our Part, the Captain, 
as we underſtood him to be, and two others, whom 
he pointed out, we got into the great Cabbin, where 
we ſet before them the beſt Proviſions and Liquor 
we had, and had the Satisfaction to fee them eat 
like famiſhed Men; for they had not had Time to 
get any Thing out of their Ship but a little Biſcuit, 
fo that moſt of them had been faſting, ever ſince 
they left her. We found their Ship was bound 
from Virginia to London, partly laden with To- 


badoes to take in the latter, both on the Account 
of a Gentleman who was Paſſenger on Board, to 
hom the Captain behaved with great Deference, 
which made us all take more particular Notice of 
him; but I had ſcarce caſt my Eyes upon his Face, 
whilſt at the Gaze Time his encountered mine, than 
he fan eagetly to me, and we embraced each o- 
ther with the utmoſt Affection, all we could utter 
being, Dear Thempſan / Dear Prim! For it was 
that vety young Fellow, whom, I muſt conſeſs, I 


that Minute, as on board the Haſtings. Every 
body ſeemed pleaſed as durſelues, at a meeting ſo 
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mates, as well as myſelf, ſtrove to outdo each 
other in Complaiſance and Tenderneſs to theſe 
new Comers. If I was ſurprized to ſee Prim, he 
was as much ſo to ſee me at Sea; but we were 
obliged to ſuſpend our Curioſity to attend to other 
Matters. Captain Clements, ſor that was the Name 
of the Captain of the Ship that was burnt, return- 
ed, together with the reſt, the moſt unfeigned 
Thanks for the Relief we bad afforded them, and 
begged Captain Social would permit him and his 
Crew to remain with him, till ſuch Time as he 
met a Veſſel bound to Europe; promiſing to draw 
Bills on bis Owners to indemnify him; but Prim, 
which made me ſtare at him, aſſured our Captain, 
that he would ſatisfy him for every Thing before 
he left our Ship, and accept Captain Clementss Bills 
himſelf. We were ſoon induced to compiy, and 
when every Thing was regulated for the Men, and 
Births aſſigned them, Captain Social provided Mr. 
Clements with a Cabbin; and 1 defired the Favour 


of Prim to accept of half mine whilſt he ſtaid on 
Board, which he readily acquiefced in, and ano» 


ther Gentleman practiſed the ſame Hoſpitality to 
their Comrade, 


Captain Clements's Account of the! late unfortu- 
nate Accident that had happened to his Ship, which 


Was called the Lovely Betty, of fourteen Guns, and 
300 Tons Burden, was thus: A Fire. being leſt 
8 later than ordinary by the Cook in the Capooch, 


ORE 
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one of the Seamen had lighted his Pipe at it, and 
then went down to his Birth to ſmoke it with ſome 
of his Meſs- mates over a Can of Flip: It happen- 
ed their Liquor was very low, and, to get a freſh 
Supply, they very honeſtly agreed, that this ſame 
Fellow ſhould attempt to ſpile one of the Hogſheads 
of Rum, which for want of Room in the Hold, was 
ſtowed pretty near them: He forgot his Pipe, and, 
whilſt he was at this precious Work, a Quantity 
of the lighted Tobacco fell into his Cheſt, which 
Rood open, and ſome combuſtible Matters he had in 
it, being the Gunner's Mate, took Fire, which was 
not perceived till the Flames had got to too great an 
Head, for all the Pains and Skill they made uſe of to 
put a Stop to them. They knew they were not far 
from the Cape de Verde Iſlands, which gave them ſome 
Spirits to attempt getting there in their Boat; but, 
however, not willing to miſs any Opportunity that 
might offer to ſave their Lives, before they left 


their Ship, they had fired thoſe Signals of Diſtreſs, 


which brought them the Bleſſing of the Relief we 
gave them. The Captain concluded his Narrati- 
on, by acquainting us, that Mr. Prim was the chief 
Sufferer, moſt of the Cargo beipg ſhipped by him, 
which however he was ſenſible he had wrote Word 
to infure in London by a Veſſel that failed before from 


Barbadoes; and, as to the an, chat he had in- 
ſured n 
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I was ſurprized ſtill more and more to hear Prim 


talked of thus, as a Man of great Worth, tho' I. 


was heartily glad to hear it; and when we retired 
to reſt, which was not till pretty late, after the 
mutual Careſſes were over, and I had gratified his 
Curioſity to know how I came in the Haſtings, I 
ſaid, My Friend, you left England very abruptly, 
which I have often thought of ſince with the ut- 
moſt Concern z and, by the Situation you are in at 
preſent, I am ſenſible you muſt have met with ſeve- 
ral Turns of Fortune, that I wiſh you would gra- 
tify me in the Recital of, I have ſo indeed, my 


dear Thompſon, he replied, and tho' at preſent in 


ſuch Circumſtances am really a happy Man: I al- 
ways loved you, my Friend, have thought of you 
tenderly an hundred Times ſince my Departure, 
and, as ſoon as I had ſeen London, you'd have been 


the firſt, Perſon I ſhould have renewed my Ac- 


quaintance with, Come, make a Bowl of Punch, 
and, whilſt we are drinking it, I will gratify you 
with a Relation of the good and bad Accidents that 
have occured.to me ſince my unhappy Breach with 
my Maſter, and the Means by which I may ſay 
am at -preſent rich and happy. I made the 


Punch, and Mr. Prim began his Adventures thus. 
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C HAP. XIV. 
The Adventures of Mr. WILLIAM PRIN, 


Y OU remember what an Agony I was in, that 

fatal Morning I took my Leave of you, after 
my Maſter had diſcovered my being deficient in 
the Caſh he had intruſted 'to my Care. He was 


fo incenſed, that he would ſuffer me no longer to 


continue with him; and my Father, who was as 
much irritated againſt me, hurried me on Board an 
Eaft India Ship, which ſailed the next Day, the 
Captain of which he had ſome ſlight Acquaintance 
with, and who took me in Quality of bis Clerk. 
All this was done fo ſuddenly, that I was but poor- 
ly fitted out for ſuch a Voyage, and my Father 
has fince lamented the Precipitancy with which he 
parted with me, by Letter, which has coſt him a 
great deal of Affliction and numberleſs Tears; but, 
being a Man of a warm and paſſionate Diſpoſition, 
I can very. eafily forgive him, eſpecially as it was 
an Introduction to the good Fortune 1 have ſince 
met with.

Captain Surlæy, my Commander, who from his 


Infancy had uſed the Seas, was a mere Brute, and 
wanted common Humanity, and my Father, having 
indiſcreetly confided to him the Secret of my being 
forced to Sea, upon the aforeſaid Account, inſtead of 
ſtriving to make my Captivity eaſy, and if I had any 

bad 
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bad Principles to reclaim me from them, he was 
continually obſerving, in a reproaching malicious 
Strain, the Slip that J made, and menacing me with 
bad Uſage, if I ſerved him as I had done my 
former Maſter, 

You may gueſs that this ſat very hardly upon a 
Breaſt, that had ſome Principles of Honour, and 
knew how Mankind ought to be treated; but you 
muſt confeſs, my Friend, this is too often the Caſe, 
and many an unhappy Man, that has been guilty of an 
Error, would reform, if the World would let him; 
but being expoſed and maltreated, they grow de- 
ſperate and regardleſs of what may happen to them, 
and finding all Mankind their Enemies, reſolve 
to be even with them, and commence down right 
Villains from the Impoſſibility of regaining their 
Characters. However, this was not my Caſe, and 
I knew the humane and thinking Part of Mankind 
would paſs over a fingle Crime in a young Extra- 
vagant, could they ſee Tokens of Amendment that 
would juſtify their good Opinion of him. 

A Dog could not endure a worſe Life than I did, 


moſt Part of this dreadful Voyage; and, when I ex- 


poſtulated with him, he gave me the moſt oppro- 
brious Language, and, ſeveral Times, even went ſo 


far as to kick me out of the Cabbin, where he was 


generally drunk, the greateſt Part of the Day. Such 
Tyranny made me weary of my Life, and I began 
not to care what became of me; and more eſpecial- 


ly 
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ly as the Ship's Crew took the Signal from their 
Captain, and treated me in general with the ut- 
moſt Contempt; and one Day a Nephew of Surh's, 
who was a fourth Mate on Board, without the 
leaſt Provocation, took me by the Noſe, and led 
me about twenty Paces, to the great Diverſion of 
the Ship's Company. Fleſh and Blood could hold 
out no longer, and, ſeizing him round the Waiſt, 
in ſpite of all his Struggling, as he was not near ſo 
ſtrong as myſelf, I fairly flung him over Board, 
where he would certainly have paid for his Inſolence 
with his Life, if all the Sails had not been laid a- 
back, and the Boat hoiſted out to fave him. The 
Minute the Captain heard of this Action, be order- 
ed me before him, and with the Fury of a Tiger 
fell upon me with his Cane, and having nothing 
to defend myſelf, and he being a very ſtrong Man, 
beat me moſt unmercifully, and then ordered me 
to be furned before the Maſt, I muſt ſay this for 
every one of the Officers and Men, that they 
thought my Uſage on this Occaſion very hard, and 
without the leaſt Colour of Juſticez and 'a Su- 
percargo we had on Board was fo exaſperated, that 
he told the Captain to his Face that he was a Scoun- 
rel ; for which the Brute ordered him to keep to 
his Cabbin, and would not ſuffer him for ſome 
Days to take the Benefit of walking upon the 
Quatter-deck. And now the young Surly uſed 
me: worſe than ever any Gally Slave was uſed, and 
* ME made 
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made me almoſt curſe the Hour Vwas born; and if 
we had not put into Madagaſcar, where we were 
driven by Streſs of Weather, I ſhould have execu- 
ted a Reſolution I had formed, which was, the firſt 
Opportunity, to ſeize him and fling myſelf over 
Board with him, and drown him and myſelf toge- 
ther; but the Sight of Land put other Thoughts 
into my Head, which I purſued the Dictates of in 
the following Manner: We lay in a good Bay on 
the Weſt Side of the Iſland, where we were re- 
pairing our Rigging, which I think is called the 
Bay of St, Auguſtine, and were employed in tak- 
ing in ſuch Wood and Water as we ſtood in Need 
of for the Proſecution of our Voyage; and as I was 
employed in the Boat, in making frequent Tripg 


. from the Shore to the Ship to fetch on Board the 


Wood we cut, I reſolved, the firſt Opportunity I 
had, to make my Eſcape, and rather truſt to the 
Mercy of the barbarous Natives, of whom I heard 
ſtrange Accounts, or to the Chance of ſome other 
Ship's putting in, by which I might get off the I- 
fland,” than longer to continue in the helliſh Sla- 
very I was under amongſt this villainous Sett of 
Wretches, About two Leagues from our Landing- 
place was a very thick Wood, by which my Eſcape 
might be concealed till the Ship was obliged to pur- 


ſue their Voyage. Being thus determined, I waited | 
an Opportunity till the laſt Water was to.come on 
Board, and mean Time ſecretly conveyed on Shore, 


at 
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'at Times, a Tinder-Box, ſome Biſcuit, and a Bot- 
tle or two of Brandy, all which I had, unperceived 
by my Comrades, concealed in the Sand; and taking 
a lucky Time, when they were all engaged in Sleep 
waiting a proper Minute, till the Tide ſet off Shore, 
I fecured a Muſquet, and an Horn of Powder, which 
lay by them, and, with all Expedition poſſible, gained 
the Wood I have before ſpoken of, where I tarried 
at the Skirts of it till ſuch Time as the Boat went 
on Board; which it did, after they had hallooed and 
hooped, for the Space of half an Hour, after me, to 
give me Notice of their going off. I had got upon 
a riſing Hill, from behind which I couid ſee the 
Veſſel, without the Danger of being ſeen myſelf; 
and whether the Brute was glad to get rid of me, 
or what, I can't tell; but, without ſending aſhore 
again to ſearch for me, they weighed Anchor, and 
I ſaw them ftand out to Sea, with a briſk Wind at 
N. V. by M. which ſoon carried them out of Ar 
* 

I now began to feel all thoſe Terrors a Man muſt 
experience, upon being thus left alone jn an un- 
known Country, of which F bad heard-dreadful 
Stories, and without a Proſpect pf meeting with 
the Neceſlaries of Life,: unleſs I threw myſelf into 
the Armsof barbarous Savages, who, perhaps, might 
treat me with more Cruelty than T had been uſed 
_ with®before; and I began to bewail my Raſhneſs 
and EI . the Ship; but I ſoon awaked 


from 
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ſrom this Tumult of my Soul, and went to the 
Beach to get my Biſcuit and Brandy, and what 
other Matters I had left there, which I found ſafe, 
and then- ſought -the Cover of the Wood again; 
which I had no ſooner entered, than I eſpied, upon 
a Tree, the Wood of which is ſomewhat like Bra- 
zil Wood, a Fowl of a black Colour, ſpotted with 
White, ſomewhat reſembling our Turkies, which 
I ſhot at, and killed; and, immediately cutting 
Sticks with my Knife, I made a Fire, dreſſed my 
Prize, and made as hearty a Meal as ever I did in 
my Life; and which was the more pleaſant, be- 
cauſe I had brought Salt on Shore in my Pocket, to 
reliſh what I killed. I was now in great Want of 
Water, and a Veſſel to drink it in; the firſt Com- 
plaint I ſoon eaſed, by going to the Foot of the 
Rock where we watered our Ship; and my Hat 
it ſerved me for drinking out of. In a few Days I 
began to find my Situation very agreeable, and re- 
ſolved to keep as near the Bay as I could, to diſco- 
vet any Ship that ſhould chance to put in there, 
by which I might get off the Iſland. I found in 
the Woods Dates, and on the Mountains Oranges 
and Citrons, which alſo yielded as fine clear Water 
as ever I drank, Apes abound here in Abundance, 
and many Birds fit for Food ; but eſpecially that I 
have before ſpoken of, which has this remarkable 
Circumſtance, that it has yellow Horns on its Head, 
which is a Mixture of blue and red; and they rove 
{bt about 
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about the Woods in large Flocks, and are not ſhy; 
ſo that I got them without Difficulty ; and in a 
Rock, pretty near the Extremity of this Wood, I 
Found a natural Cave, which ſerved me for my 
Lodging. My Brandy, by good Management, 
held out to a Miracle; and I ſoon learned to live, 
without Bread, in lieu of which I eat Dates. Wh-. 
I moſt apprehended, was the Want of Powder, of 
which I had now only a few Charges left; and to 
provideagainſt the Worſt, having a very good Knife, 
I cut long Lances of the hard Wood I have men- 
. tioned, and practiſed myſelf in darting at a Mark; 
ſo that at length I became fo dexterous, as to be 
able to transfix any Bird at a moderate Diſtance, 
that was not on the Wing. I had a Chart of the 
Eaſt Indies, and ſeveral others, with a Treatiſe of 
Navigation, and a Pair of Compaſſes, with which 
I employed ſome Part of my Time; and, at other 
Times, I cut my Name on the Trees, and the 
Date of the Year on which I voluntarily became a 
Fugitive from the Human Race; and one of theſe |

All this Time, which was now near ſive Months, I 
had been diſcovered by none of the Inhabitants, 
and took Care, for Fear of them, to keep pretty 
much within the Purlieus of the Wood, which I had 
ſo long made my Reſidence, often caſting a wiſhing 
Eye towards the Sea, from my Look-out, eagerly 
hoping for the Arrival of ſome Veſſel, to bear me 
from my melancholy Solitude, My Clothes were 
A worn off my Back almoſt, and hung in grievous 


Tatters about me; and my Shoes had been gone a 


conſiderable Time; but my Feet were ſq-hargened 
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and callous, that I felt no Incommodity from going 
bare-footed, One Day I diſcovered, from my Emi- 
nence, two of the Natives going towards the Bay; 
but providentially, tho? they paſſed thro' my Wood, 

they did not diſcover. me. I can't expreſs to you 
the Affright I was in; for, had they ſeen me, I muſt 
have expected to have been carried into the inland 
Parts of the Iſland, and have forſaken all Hopes of 
ever getting off, which now buoyed up my Spirits. 
They were well ſhaped, and had printed Pieces of 
Linnen, ſeemingly Callicoe, thrown over their 
Shoulders, by which I perceived they now and 
then trucked with the European Veſſels that came 
into the Iſland... They were armed with Bows and 
Arrows, and had each a long wooden Lance in 
his Hand, I can't ſay I was entirely, however, 
without a Companion, for I had taken an Ape, in 
a Toil-which I invented for that Purpoſe, made of 
the Boughs of Trees, over a deep Pit, which J 
had dug upon a Sand hill; and tho” they are very 
large, I tamed him ſo, by my Kindneſs, that he fol- 
lowed me about like a Dog; and had ſo many odd 
Pranks and Grimaces, that he often made me laugh 
extremely, and would imitate all my Actions; fo 
that I frequently ſent him for Water, and to ga- 
ther me Oranges and Lemons, which he did very 
dexterouſly. At length my Deliverance arrived; and 
to my inexpreſſible Joy, when I had, as near as [ 


_ . can-gueſs, fulfilled my ſeventh Month, 2 I was 
wilt fully 
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wiſtfally ſurveying the diſtant Ocean, and thinking 
over-all the Accidents of my Life, I ſaw, ſome 
Leagues in the Offing, a Sail, and the Sight almoſt 
made me faint away; but how rejoiced ! beyond 
Expreſſion ! was I, when it ſtood directly into the 
Bay, and caſting Anchor, there, ſent its Boat 
on Shore to look for freſh Water, I preſented 
myſelf before the Landing-place, and ftartled them, 
by my ragged, uncouth Figure, which at firſt made 
them ſtare; but our Joy was mutual, when we 
diſcovered each other to be Countrymen ; and, 
when I had told them ſome Part of my Story, 
they carried me on Board, to their Captain, who 
ſeemed to be a ſenſible, humane Man, but who 
queſtioned me very cloſely, fearing I had belonged 
to ſome of the Pyrate Ships, with which theſe Seas 
{warmed ; and when he was convinced of the con - 
trary, he entertained me on Board, gave me Clothes 
and Neceſſaries, and J once more began to live; 
but, having been ſo long diſuſed to Breeches and 
Shoes, the former gauled me, and the latter ſwelled 
my Feet, moſt intolerably. The Captain's Name 
was Nelſon, and that of his Ship, the Charming Su- 
Janna, I found he was very rich, and a con- 
ſiderable Planter, in Virginia; that the Veſſel was 
His own; that he had carried a Lading of his own 
Tobacco 'to "London, from whence he took in a 
proper Cargo, to trade on the Coaſt of Africa for 
mie chat a Mutiny had happened amongſt his 
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Crew, who had riſen upon him, and ſeized the 
Ship, which they endeavoured to bring round tbe 
Cape to this Illand; but being in great Danger, in 
Lat. 40%. 10. S. and Long. 10. W. of London, in 
a Storm, they had releaſed him, to navigate the 


+ Veſſel, which he carried into the Cape; but tho 


He had them now in his Power, he bad been fo 
honourable as not to betray them to the Dutch; 
and by mere Dint of Argument and Perſuaſion, at 
which I found him an Artiſt myſelf, had reclaimed 
them, and all was paſt over, after ſetting the two 
chief Mutineers on Shore, and very juſtly paying them 


their Wages; that another hard Gale bad driven 


them ſo far to the Eaſtward, where their Want of 
Water had induced them to bear up to Madagaſcar, 
where they relieved me in fo unexpected a Manner. 
There were 150 Negroes on Board, he having loft 
near 80 in theſe Seas by Sickneſs. | 

When Mc. Nelſen had heard my Story, which he 
animadverted upon with great Sweetneſs, and 


found that I was not, a Seaman, but bred up 2 


Trader, he gave me Charge of his Books, and made 


me allo his Steward, as well as his Clerk, having 


loſt his former Steward in the Voyage; ; andnever was 
Man's Condition ſo altered for the better, for he was 
a mild, ſociable, humane. Creature, bad little of the 
rough Seaman, but a vaſt deal of the Gentleman, 
about him; and had, I ſoon found, ſtudied, and 
ee. beſt Authors. n. 1 loved him, 
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and ſerved him fo readily and affectionately, that 
I perceiyed I gained much upon his Mind; and 
you'd be ſurptized to think how dearly he valued 
me in ſo ſhort a Time; but now he never would 
eat or drink without me; I became his conſtant 
Companion ; and, by the Civilities I was thereby 
enabled to confer on my Shipmates, gained the 
Eſteem of the whole Ship's Crew. I found my 
Captain had in Virginia a Wife, and one Daughter, 
of whom he was often talking with great Tendet- 
neſs; and he promiſed me, if I'd ſettle with him 
there, he would give me an handſome Salary, to 
look after his Affairs; which Propoſal J readily 
cloſed with; and indeed one main Inducement wat, 
the Character he gave Miſs Fany, of whom 1 
became perfectly enamoured, and already conceived 
Hopes of ere 35 and 2 my For- 
tune. 

We had a Aly 2664 Voyage till we came to the 
Cape di Verd Iſlands, where we touched at St. Vine 
cent, but had no ſooner taken our Departure, than 
a great Storm-arofe, which puzzled all the Skill of 
-our Seamen, and it was with Difficulty we rode it 
out, after loſing our Main maſt, which was ſhivered 
From Top to Bottom by a Flaſh'of Lightning 
und being unſtepped by the ſame Flaſh, rolled over- 
Board, endangering the Loſs of the Ship, which, 


however, was preſerved ſafe; and bearing away 


for: ay Leeward Jſlands, under a Jury-maſt, we

The Life and Adventures 
there remained near a Month to refit, in which 
Time we diſpoſed of an hundred of our Neproes,

to great Advantage. My Health, during all theſe 
tedious Adventures and Voyages, was not in the 
leaſt affected; and I grew rather ſtronger and 
ſtronger, by the continual Exerciſe I went thro”; 
and the Captain falling ill at Bridgetown in Bar- 
bagees, he truſted the Management of all his Con- 
cerns to me, without Reſerve; in which I behaved 
with ſuch Diligence and Fidelity, that he embraced 
me, when he faw my Accounts; and, over and 
above my Wages, made me genteely a Preſent of 
twenty Guineas; and ſpoke of me in ſuch Terms, 
to the Gentlemen of that Iſland, that, if my Gra- 
titude to him would have ſuffered me, I might 
have ſettled there with great Advantage. 

We arrived at Gloucefler, in Virginia, in about 
ten Days after we ſet fail from Barbadoes; but in 
our Paſſage. we had very near all been deſtroyed, 


by a very terrible Accident that happened to us; 


and my Behaviour, on the Occaſion, ſtill more and 
more endeared me to Mr, Nelſon. One of our 

People, being ſent down into the Powder-room for 
Tome Cartridges, in an Abſence of Thought, car- 
ried an Inch of Candle with him, without puttiog 
it into a Lanthorn, which was an uſual Precaution 
we made uſe. of; and, having ſome Difficulty to 


come at what he wanted, very calmly ſtuck it into 


a Barrel of Powder, which was half unbeaded; 
| | | and 
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and forgetting it afterwards, came up without it, 
faſtening the Hatch Way after him. I immediately 
recollected he had carried a Candle with him, and 
called him aft, where the Captain, a Mate, and 
myſelf, were walking on the Quarter-deck, and 
afked him, haſtily, What he had done with the 
Candle? The Fellow ſtood aghaſt, and could not 
utter a Word; Mr, Nelſan, and all the reſt of us, 
turned as pale as Neath; and he ordered the Boat 
out immediately, expecting every Minute the Ship 
to blow up; but J inſtantly aſſumed Preſence of 
Mind enough in this Dread and Confuſion, and, open- 
ing the Hatch, jumped down the Ladder, where 1 
found the fleady Candle had burnt till within the 
Diſtance of two Lines, only, from the Powder : I im- 
mediately ran my Hand gently under it, and, ſcoop- 
ing that, and an Handful of Powder with it, out of 
the Barrel, endeavoured to toſs it up into the 
Cabbin; but it fired in my Hand, and burnt me in 
a dreadful Manner: However, it faved the Ship, 


and our Lives; and every body had ſuch a Senſe 
of the Hazard I ran, and the Service J had done 


them, that the Captain claſped me in his Arms, and 
told me he would ever eſteem me as his Son; and 
the whole Ship's Company rang Acclamations and 
Praiſes to me, from Stem to Stern, Mr. Nelſon's 
Plantation was upon James River; ſo that when 
he had delivered ſome Part of his Cargo at Gloucefter, 
we ran up, and anchored at his very Door, ſaluting 
a G 4 his 
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bis Family with all our Guns. Mr. Nelſon made 
me-dreſs myſelf in a rich Suit of Clothes, which 
he ordered me to provide myſelf with at Briage- 
tum; and being, you know, no contemptible Fi- 
gure he made me a great many Compliments on 
the Gentility of my Perſon, We were rowed on 
Shore in the Barge, only him and myſelf; and he 
Was received, at his Arrival, by his Wiſe and 
Daughter, with a Tenderneſs that well indicated the 
Regard: they had for ſo valuable a Relation. He 
| Preſented me to them, with theſe kind Expreſſions; 
* See here, Ladies, a Man, to whom I owe my 
« Ship and Cargo, my own Life, and that of my 
* People: I beg: you'd eſteem him as a Friend of 
% mine, and who is going to become one of my 
4% Family.“ I ſaluted Mrs, Nelſon, and her amiable 
Daughter, at whoſe Sight, I muſt confeſs, I directly 
yielded up my Heart a Prize to her Charms, They 
received me with great Politeneſs and Good nature; 
and I found Mrs. Nelſon's Temper to be pretty 
much a Copy of her Husband's; but, and, my dear 
Friend, you will ſuffer a Lover to ſpeak, I found 
Miſs Fanny, paſt all my Expectations, lovely, and 
the Beauties of her Mind exceeded far, even thoſe 
of her Perſon, You know, Thompſon, that I have 
a good Addreſs, and a ready Fluency of Speech; 
and I put myſelf forward in every Thing that could 
be agreeable to my Friend, and theſe- Ladies; /

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me anothergueſs Creature than the Buckſtins, a 
Term the Towns-people make uſe of, jocoſely, to- 
diſtinguiſh the Country Planters, who had made 
Love to her; and I flattered myſelf, that this firſt 
Interview gave her ſome Motions in my Favour. 
She was tall and fine ſhaped, her Features regular, 
und her delicate Skin was of the fineſt White that 
ever I beheld 3 ſhe was near 19 Years of Age; and 
if ſhe had any Fault, it was that of being a little 
affected, and too conſcious of the Charms Nature 
had given her. Mr, Nelſon-was a Juſtice of Peace 
in the County, and fo reſpected by his Neighbours, 
that we had a Croud of Viſitors every Day, for 
forme: Time, to welcome him on his Arrival; and: 
determining not to go to Sea again, he put his: 
Mate into the Veſſel, as Captain, and loaded him 
with a Cargo, for London, ſoon after; and juſt be- 
fore he failed, I paſſed a Compliment, at an Enter 
tainment, that was made us o Board, which my 
young Lady took with 4 ſenſible Pleafure. I aſked: 
Mr. Nelſon,” Why he called his Veſſel the Charming: 
Suſanna 7 To which he anſwered, wondering at 
my Queſtion, that it was the Name he bought her 
in, and he never had thought it worth while to- 
alter i it; bur, Sir, I beg the Favour you would re- 
baptize her, ſays I; and, if I have found any Fa- 


vour in your Sight, lek me give it a Name that has 


a real Meaning: Agreed, ſays he, What ſhall tbe 
Name be? I bowed to the Company, and, begging; 
7. G 5 them. 
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them to walk on the Quarter-deck, I ſtepped for- 


ward, with a Bottle of Wine in my Hand; and, 
daſhing it againſt the Main- maſt, cried, From hence- 
forward this Veſſel ſhall be called the Lovely Funny, 
as a juſt Compliment to the fineſt Woman in Vir- 


ginia / Miſs bluſhed like Scatlet; her Father and 


Mother were-pleaſed, as well as herſelf, to the laſt 
Degree; and we fired a Round of the Guns at this 
new Ceremony; When we came Home, whether 
the Liquor, which I had drank pretty freely of, 
or the Heat of the Weather, oppreſſed: me, I can't 
tell; but I, all or a Sudden, fell down, without 
Senſe or Motion, which frightened Mr. Nelſon; and 
his Lady extremely; but, as to Miſs, ſhe was like 
one diſtracted, and talked ſo tenderly of me, be- 
fore by Bleeding I was Hrought to my Senſes, that 
her Father and Mother: were amazed at it, and 
perceived I had made a very deep Impreſſion on 
her Mind. In ſhort, my Friend, I won't trouble 
you with our Courtſhip, Which, tho! it yielded me 
the greateſt Pleaſure, would not be very intereſting 
to you; and ſhall only relate a Circumſtance, which 
made a great deal in my F avour, and weren the 
Match; which was this: 
We were, with her Father a Mother, i in a 
diſtant County, at the Back of the Colony, paying 
a Viſit to Mr. Ze, a Planter there, whoſe Son, 
a great, ſenſele6, Hawbuck, was deſperately. in 
Love with her; and tho ſhe hated him, I knew, 


yet 
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yet ſhe permitted his addreſſes, on Purpoſe to make 
me jealous and more ſubmiſſive ; and one Evening 
walking in a neighbouring Savannah, whilſt ſhe

wild Boar, caſting up his Snout, all white with 
Foam, into the Air, and gnaſhing his prominent, 
jaggy Tuſks. I drew my Hanger, and made a 
Stroke at him, that hardly penetrated his Hide, 
and but inflamed him the more; and, tearing vp 
the very Ground for Madneſs, he attacked me_ 
"_ - Spring, and tore my Breeches up, and made 
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a light Wound in my left Thigh, which I imme- 
diately returned, by cleaving him, at one Blow, 
aimed with all the Strength I was Maſter of, 

down the Skull; and ſeconding it, he fell, and. 
roſe no. more. Fanny had juſt recovered, and

ſtreſs's Feet. The firſt Thing ſhe did was to lend 
me her Handkerchief to bind up my Wounds; and 
whilſt ſhe was doing that, obſerved what a Scoun- 
drel, and Coward, her other Lover was; adding, 
at the fame Time, giving me her Hand, generouſly

I embraced the grateful Fair 
one with Tranſport, and carried her to the Houſe, 

where Hee was ſufficiently roaſted by all preſent, 
and I was as much. applauded ; ſo that in about 
fix Months after this, with the Conſent of both 
Father and Mother, I married my amiable Fanny, 
and partook of Delights in that tender Union, that 
are far too great for the Power of Eloquence to. 
_ deſcribe, My Father-in-law and Mother ſur- 

rendered: a large Plantation to our Uſe, and, to our 

inexpreflible Grief, both of them deceaſed. about

been conſtantly encrealing, and, ſhe. has bleſſed. me,

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Mother. If any Thing at firſt gave me Uneaſineſs, 


it was the obſerving a coldneſs in my Wife's Diſ- 
poſition, which did not ſuit with the Warmth and. 
Fervor of my ſanguine and amorous Temper, and: 
which I often reproached her with; but I ſoon got 
her lovely Perſon, in as full perſection, as I knew 
before T had her Soul. 

I parted with her to come this Voyage to ſettle 
fome Affairs in England, with the utmoſt Regret; 
and indeed ſhe would have been my Comrade in it, 
if ſhe was not big with Child, which -would not 
permit me to truſt her to the uncertain Dangers of 
the Sea; and the Event has proved the Juſtneſs of 
my Judgment; tho' nothing gives me Pain in the 
Accident that has happened to me, ſince it has pro- 
cured me the Pleaſure of ſeeing Mr. Thompſon, 
fave that it will make my Voyage ſomewhat longer, 
and thereby detain me, more than I propoſed, from 
the Arms of my dear Wife, to whoſe Labour I am 
under ſolemn Promiſe to return, if Providence per- 
mits me, I hope the Friends I have wrote to have 
inſured my Cargo; but if not, the Loſs, at preſent, 
won't be much to me; and 1 have Bills about me,

Friend, that T am a very happy Man; and I do

Home in, and, in a Day or two after he had left 
us, all the Gentlemen on Board the Haſtings were 
invited to an Entertainment on Board the York, 
where we were regaled with the beſt the Ship could 
afford, and Prim was never tired with Captain 
Clements, of paying their Acknowledgments to 
us; we had our Muſic with us, and ſpent the Day 
in a moſt agreeable Manner, making an Entertain- 
ment of the ſame Sort next Day for them in the 
Haſtings ; and Prim got a Pipe of Madeira, and 
fome other Refreſhments, which he beſtowed as a 
Preſent on the Crew of our Ship, in Return for 
the Civilities they had ſhewn to his People. He 
alſo would inſiſt upon encreaſing our Stores out of 
the Vor, which was extremely well provided for 
her Voyage to Scotland. 

Both Ships having taken in what they had Occa- 
ſion for at St. Vincent, and the Wind ſerving to 
turn out of the Bay, we both weighed, after 
taking Leave of each other in the moſt affectionate 
Manner; Prim and myſelf being almoſt melted | 
into Tears at Parting. He would make me -ac- | 
cept of a Diamond Ring, as a Token of his Love, | 
which I returned by a Preſent of the like Kind; and, 
having a very fine Gold repeating Watch, he in- 
Aiſted upon making Captain Social a Preſent of it 
RAS for 
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for all Favours; and he alſo made ſome very pretty 
Acknowledgments to the other Gentlemen of our 
Meſs. 

We both got out to Sea, and ſaluted each other 
with our Guns, and three Cheers, and their Ship 
was ſoon out of Sight, 

It gave me extreme Satisſaction, that I had met 


wich ſuch an Opportunity of writing to my dear 


Friends in England, which I knew would in fome 
Meaſure eaſe them of their Anxiety for my Wel- 
fare.

, Kirred myſelf, after the firſt Surprize was over, and 
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Friend or a Countryman you ſeem then to be en- 


joying all you have left behind you, and fuch an 
Interview ftores you with a Number of pleaſing I- 
deas and Remembrances that ſoften and leſſen all 
the Fatigues you undergo. We touched at Sr. 
Helena, where we continued only two Days, and 
then run away for the Latitude of the Cape ; but 
we were ſurprized 'one Morning with the Sight of 
what the Seamen call a Vater Spour, and the more 
fo, as they are not very frequent on this Side the 
Cape; for my Part I regarded it as a curious In- 
ſtance of the Wonders of Nature, but did not in- 


. dulge my Delight To fat as not to be apprehenſive of 


ſome Danger; We were ſo near, that we could 
ſee the Water afcend thro' this Column of Air, and 
were obliged to tack, to avoid any ill Conſequences 
that might ariſe, from its breaking, which, at the 
Diſcharge. of a Swivel, it did, curling the Ocean 
with a white Foam as. far as Eye, could reach. It 
was merry enough to hear the ſuperſtitious Reaſon- 
ings of the Sailors upon this Phænomenon; I look- 
ed upon it as one of thoſe natural Events, that il- 
luſtrate and demonſtrate the Truth of the new Phi- 
loſophy. I was attentively viewing its Diſappear- 
anee, and for that Purpoſe had firetched myſelf fur- 


| ther than ordinary out of one of the Cabbin Win- 


dows, when the Ship ſent an Head fo violently, that 
I was ſuddenly caſt out a Prey to the Waves: I be- 


began 
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began to ſwim after the Veſſel, which made con- 
ſiderable Way; and was in the utmoſt Terror, as 
I happened to be the only ene in the Cabbin, at 
the Thought of being left by them; but luckily 
Truman, my Man, caſting his Eyes abroad, diſ- 
covered me ſtruggling with the Billows, and mak- 
ing what Efforts I could to raiſe my Head above 
Water, in ſuch a Manner as to be perceived: He 
knew me, and, telling the next Perſon to him of 
what he had ſeen, immediately jumped over Board 
to my Aſſiſtance. He was an excellent Swimmer, 
and ſoon came up to me, where I was almoſt ſpent 
with Labour and overcome with Deſpair ; and, flip- 
ping under me, ſupported me on his Back, till, the 


Ship being ſufficiently now alarmed, the Sails were 


backed, a Boat put out, and we were taken up 
more dead than alive, and carried on Board, We 
ſoon came to ourſelves, and every. one congratulate 


ed my Deliverance; and I was fo. ſtruck with this 


Action of Truman's, that I thought I could not ac» 
knowledge his Affection and Attachment too 
much; and from this Time I gave him a mate re- 
ſpectful Freatment, made bim Superintendent of

an Head as, he, bad“ an Heart, I ſeldom, reſolved on 
any Thing, withaut firſt aſking: him his Advice; 
and by this faithful Servant I reaped. many Adyan- 
tages, as will be perceived in the following Part of 
ay Adventures, Poor Captain Social was attack- 
* ; 6 "7 i ed 
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ed, about this Time, with the Gout in his Sto- 
mach, which he had for a Series of Years been afflicted 
with, in ſo violent a Manner, that, notwithſtand- 
ing all the Aſſiſtance of our Surgeon, a Paroxy ſm 
Carried him off, to the great Regret of every body 
on Board, as he was truly an excellent Seaman, a 
vigilant Commander, and a Gentleman of great 
good Temper and Humanity. He was ſucceeded, 
in the Command of the Haſtings, by Mr. Bentley, 
our firſt Mate, whoſe good Qualities could alone 
conſole us for our Loſs, The Death of- our Cap- 
tain. was followed by a violent Storm, which met 
us in Longitude 10. Weſt, and Latitude 30˙. 8. 
South, and continued without Intermiſſion for 14 
Days; ſo that, our People being all Jaded: and tired, 
our Ship tried an Hull, and drove at the Mercy of 
Winds and Waves, and, By our Reckonings, far to 
the South of our true Courſe. It was now I be- 
gan to conceive and feel the Miſeries and Hard- 
ſhips of a Sea faring Life, and for moſt Part of the 
Time, as we could light no Fires, we were forced 
to content ourſelves with Biſcuit, and ſuch cold 
Stores, as we had by us, to ſatisfy our Hunger; be- 
ing alſo forced to keep cloſe in our Cabbins, for the 
moſt experienced Seamen could very difficultly 
ſtand the Deck. The tenth Day, whilſt the Waves 
rolled over us, and burſt upon us with a Fury that 
made us apprehend every Minute we ſhould foun- 
der, our Foremaſt was brought by the Board, and 
"y it 
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+ was with Difficulty we cleared ourſelves of her, 


Time enough to prevent the Damage we feared it 
would do us; and we had no ſooner got over that 


Diſtreſs, than one of our Guns of the lower Tier 


broke looſe, and we were apprehenſive ſhe would 
by her forceful Sallies break thro* the Ship's Sides; 
in ſhort we were all Confuſion, but the Captain, 
who, with a commendable Preſence of Mind, or- 
dered up all the Hammocks and Bedding, and ſo 
providentially chocked her up, that we found the 
Danger quite over. When the Storm, in ſome Mea- 
ſure, ſubſided, we found ourſelves in Latitude 50%, 
and ſome Minutes, South, and as near as we could 
gueſs in Longitude 118, 15, Eaſt of the Meridian 
of Landen, in the vaſt and unploughed Southern 
Ocean; and a Calm ſucceeding of many Days, 
our Water grew ſo ſcanty, that we were reduced 
to half a Pint a Day; and, to add to our Calamity, 
above half the Ship's Crew were eaten up with the 
Scurvy, and our freſh Proviſions were ſo low, 
that what we ſpared to them, was not ſufficient te 


be of much Service in that dreadful Diſtemper; 


but how ſurprized were we one Morning, when a 


Man at the Maſt-head, cried out, Land! Land“ 


and ſounding, we found fifty Fathom Water: 


| We were at a Loſs to imagine what Land this 


could be, which bore from us South eaſt, till 
Mr. Bentley, in one of his Charts, found a Cape, 
which was there called Cape Circumciſion, and 

Was 
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was a very late Diſcovery, I muſt own, juſt at . 
that Moment, I was in hopes our Commander would 
ſend a Boat to diſcover the Coaſt ; but, a ſoutherly 
Wind ſpringing up, he took the Advantage of it, 
and ftood away to the North-weftward, which | 
Courſe in few Days Time brought us ſafely into 
Saldana Bay at the Cape of good Hope, to our in- 7 
expreſſible Joy and Satisfaction. Here our Men 
were ſoon recovered of their Toil and Illneſs, and 
I received great Pleaſure in viewing the fine Settle. | 
ments of the induftrious Dutch, at the Cape, who 
have made a Paradiſe of the Country the Engl. lj 
deſpiſed, and all other Nations looked upon with 
the utmoſt Diſtaſte. The Natives themſelves, 4 
ho ſeemed hardened to all the Maxims of hu- 
man Creatures, now, under their Government, be- 
pin to aſſociate together and form Societies; that 
are a plain Proof the wildeſt Natures may be cul- 
tivated, if proper Methods are employed. We lay 
here near three Weeks, and, having taken in pro- 
per Proviſions and Refreſhments for the further 3% 
Patt of our Voyage, we weighed, with one French 
and two Dutch Ships in Company, and with a fine | 
Gale, and delightful Weather, doubled this fz- 
mous Promontory, and entered the Indian Ocean, 
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They are obliged to put into the Iſland of Java. 
— Sail from thence, and arrive at Fort St. 
: George, on the Coaſt of Coromandel.—He 
is well received —Falls ill.—Recovers, and 
applies himſelf, aſſiduouſſy to the Duties of 
bis Profeſſion, —Receives Letters from Eng- 
land. 


| W E purſued our Voyage thro* this delightful 
Sea for ſeveral Days, with all the Succeſs 

we- could defire, and methinks nothing can equal 
the Pleaſure we experienced : Still quiet Gales fil 
led our ſteady Sails, the Veſſel gently gliding thro 
the Waves; and, if the Heat was almoſt intolera- * 
ble, we were compenſated, by having little elſe 
to do than to look Abroad, and ſurvey the fine 
| Skies, and the ſmooth Face of the Ocean, curled, 
WF into meandring Forms by the ſliding Keel. An in- 
finite Number of Sheerwaters, and other Birds of 
the aquatic Kind, attended our Progreſs ; the timor- 
ous flying Fiſh, purſued by the devouring A bicores, 
now and then ſkimmed over us, whilſt the ſportive 
Porpoiſe, tumbling with uncouth Poſtures, baſked 
every now and then on the Surface of the Waters, 
This Weather did not however continue a great 
while, and was followed by a ſmarter Gale at 
0s. 1; - H North 


r 


North eaſt than we could well expect; ſo that we 
were driven a great Way to Leeward, and our Cap- 
tain thought it adviſeable to try to ſtretch over, ei- 
ther to fall in with the Iſland of Sumatra or Java; 
which laſt we ſafely reached, and anchored in the 
Port of Batavia, the Capital of the Dutch Empire 
in this Part of the World; where we were viſited 
by the proper Officers, who continued on Board 
of us to prevent any illicit Trade, as few of our 
outward bound Indiamen ever touch at their Set- 
tlements in this Country, However, conſidering 
Dutch Craft and Policy, we were tolerably well 
uſed, permitted to buy ſuch Things as were neceſ- 
ſary ſor us, and to go on Shore. Nothing is a great- 
er Proof of the Opulence of their Company, and 
their Power in the £Zaft- Indies, than this City, 
which has in it all the Conveniencies and Pleaſures 
this Part of the World can afford; and it is ſurpri- 
ſing to what an Height they have raiſed them- 
ſelves, by Perſeverance and abſolute Induſtry, in 
ſuch a few Years, as thoſe ſince they applied them- 
ſelves ſo indefatigably to this Trade, The Dutch 
Governor General lives like a Prince, and exacts 
and receives more Homage than the States General 
themſelves, do from their Subjects in Europe. We 
lay here only three Days and an half, and then put to 
Sea with the Wind at S. V. which ſtill ſhitting more 
favourably, weentred the Harbour of Fort St. George, 

aſter a tedious and fatiguing Voyage of near ſeven 


_ | Months, 
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Months, ſaluting the Fort, which was returned by the 
like Compliment. We landed the next Day, and 
waited on the Governor, by whom we were very po- 
litely received; and I was alſo viſited and congra - 
tulated on my Arrival by the reſt of the Gentle- 
men and Factors of the Place, which much exceed- 
ed the Ideas I had entertained of it. Fort St. George 
is a very handſome ſtrong Building, but ſadly ſi- 
tuated, the Soil being very ſandy and dry, ſo that all 
Roots and Herbs are brought to Perfection with a 
great deal of Trouble: The Sea rolls very impetu- 
ouſly upon the Shore, and more ſo than on any other 
Place on the Coaſt of Coromandel. The white or Eu- 
ropean Town has two Churches, one for the Engliſh, 
the other for the Roman Cathalicks ; J hired a Lodg- 
ing in what they call the Old College, which was 
but a footy Kind of Dwelling ; but I found many 
other Gentlemen Factors there, which made me 
tolerable eaſy. It is governed by a Mayer and Al- 
derman, The black Town is inhabited by Gen- 


tows, Mahometans, Armenians, and ' Portugueſe, 


and has Temples and Churches for each Religion, 
The Company have a Mint, and there are ſeveral 
Public Schools in the Town. The Governor is 
the ſupreme Magiſtrate, and has a Council, 
compoſed generally of Factors and Merchants, 


with whom he conſults on the Company's Con- 


cerns. The Colony bas very little of its own Pro- 
duce or Manufactures, for Foreign Markets; and 
i © 8 H2 the 
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the Trade is principally in the Hands of the Arme- 
nians and Fews, the Engliſh being greatly employed 
in Ship- building. There are ſuppoſed to be 8o, ooo 
Inhabitants in the Towns and Villages, under the 
Company's Juriſdiction ; and there are about 500 
Engliſh amongſt them, as Gentlemen, Merchants, 
Seamen, and Soldiers, People enjoy a great 
Share of Health here, and look briſk and ruddy ; 
the Heats in Summer being the greateſt Trouble 
and Inconvenience they labour under ; but that ſel- 
dom laſts above four or five Hours a Day, when 
the Sea Breeze comes on, Land revives the drooping 
Spirits of the panting Inhabitants. The Governor 
has an handſome Country- ſeat, with good Gardens, 
a Bowling-green, a Teal-pond, and other agreeable 
Curioſities. He is attended by a Guard of Engliſh 
Soldiers, whenever he goes Abroad; and lives in 
Princely State and Grandeur, So much for Deſcrip- 
tion, which is a little beſide my Deſign ; but 1 
.thought I could not excuſe myſelf from ſaying 
ſomewhat of a Place in which I ſpent ſome Years 
of my Life, and laid the Foundation of my pre- 
ſent, Happineſs, 

Soon after my Arrival, I had the Misfortune to 
be taken ill, with a violent Fever, peculiar to the 
Climate, which held me a conſiderable Time, and 
brought me almoſt to Death's Door; but the Care 
of my Phyſician, who was the Surgeon of the Ho/?- 
"ings, a very worthy and ingenious Man, and ſxil- 
9.73 ful 
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ful in either Profeſſion; and the conſtant, affectio- 

nate Attendance of Truman, together with the 

Strength of my Conſtitution, overcame my Diſor— 

der; and, as ſoon as I was well, I applied myſe!f, 
with all the Aſſiduity I was capable of, to make 
myſelf Maſter of the Manner of Trade in theſe 
Countries, and the Nature of the Buſineſs I was to 
tranſact; in which I was very much aſſiſted by Mr. 
Willam Saris, another Factor, who had ſome Time 
reſided there, and was nearly of my own Age and 
Temper, with whom I contracted a very intimate 
and cloſe Friendſhip ; ſo that I ſoon began to move 
about in the Sphere Fortune had allotted me to, 
with becoming Spirit and Induſtry; and was uni- 
verſally careſſed by both Superiors and Equals, I 
had, in a Month after my Arrival, the Pleaſure of 
Letters from my Father, and other Friends in 
England, by a Ship that ſailed a Fortnight after 
us, which indeed gave me no Account of any Thing 
that had happened extraordinary; but was a pleaſ.

Was near ſix Months in the Country before! 

ventured to turn what Money I brought with 
me, which was between 3 and 40007, of my own 
and Mr, Goodwil!s, to any Advantage; in all which 
Time, however, J endeavoured to improve, by the 
Experience I acquired, from Obſervation and Con- 
verſe, particularly with my Friend Saris; and as J 
was willing to avoid any. Imputation of: preferring 
my own [ntereſt before that of the Company, or 
indeed of interfering in private Trade, I kept Tru- 
man about me, in the Nature of a Friend, whe bad 
come to improve his Fortune; and at length de- 
termined to provide him with a Cargo, and ſend 
him in one of the Country Ships on a trading 
Voyage, to the Coaſt of Perſia; and, Saris alſo 
wanting to be concerned, he advanced a proper 
Cargo; and for Truman's better Incouragement, 


who 
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who was a Man of Solidity and good Senſe, we 
agreed to pay him a certain Sum for Agency; and 
I advanced. him 2001. to riſque on his own Ac- 
count; ſo, giving bim proper Inſtructions, we ſent 
him away. He was five Months in executing his 
Commiſion, which he did with great Dexterity 
and equal Fidelity, The Wines, and other Re- 
turns, he brought, were diſpoſed of to ſuch Ad- 
vantage, that I found myſelf near 10001, Gainer ; 
and Mr, Saris was upwards of 300 Rupees the 
better, His own Venture procured double, and 
he paid me the 200 l. having with his Agency 
cleared near 300 J. Sterling; which gave me in- 
finite Pleaſure, as I was reſolved, if poſſible, to 
make his Fortune, before he left the Judies, with 
me; and he had ſhewed himſelf ſo much a Man 
of Spirit and Genius in this Affair, that, afterwards, 
both myſelf and Saris approved of any Thing he 
propoſed for our Profit, and never found ourſelves 
deceived. He was ſoon after quite enamoured of a 
Scheme he had formed of making a Tour to the 
Diamend Mines, which we accordingly furniſhed 
him properly for, and underſtood, by a Letter we 
received from him a Fortnight after his Depar- 
ture, that he had hired ſo many Covers of Ground, 
incloſed it, and had begun to dig, as is the Cuſtom, 
ſurrounded by the King of Golconda's Centinels, 
who challenges all Stones, of above 60 Grains, as 
| H 4 | bie 
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his own, the Adventurer having all the reſt he 
finds. 

We entertained great Hopes from the good For- 
tune that we generally found attended Truman, 
that this Expedition would turn very much to Ac- 
count; but, before we heard again, I was ordered 
on my Employers Affairs, to tranſact ſome Bu- 
ſineſs at Surat, and was obliged to go over Land 
to that City; which gave me great Pleaſure, as [ 
wanted to ſatisfy my Curioſity in viſiting the in- 
terior Parts of the Country. The Goods I had 
with me were loaded on Oxen, an Ox being 
able to carry between three and four hundred 
Weight; and for myſelf, as ſoon as I came to 
Maſſillipatan, I hired a Palanquin, or little Coach, 
with Balluftres about it; it had a Covering of Sat- 
tin; a Slave attends to manage the Covering, ac- 
cording to the Traveller's Poſition, as to the Sun: 
and another carried a Target, or Fan of Oſiers, 
covered with Stuff, to keep off its Heat; it is car- 
Tied by three or four Men on their Shoulders, who 
go as ſwift as the Chairmen in England do with a 
Sedan, from being brought up to the laboriocs 
Exerciſe from their Youth, They are paid at the 
Rate of five golden Rupees per Month, for each 
Man; butif they continue with you, after a limi- 


ted Time, they will encreaſe the Price. I was 


very well provided with Proviſions; for in the 
Banjan Towns we had Flour, Rice, Milk, and 
ſuch 


—— 
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ſuch other Food; and in thoſe of the Mabome- 
tans, Mutton, Fowls, and Pigeons; and, as the 
Heat of the Sun was exceſſive, I generally con- 
trived to travel after Sun-ſet, and lie by in the moſt 
ſultry Part of the Day ; by which I preſerved my- 
ſelf from Illneſs, for 1 found my Spirits greatly jaded 
and fatigued, by the exceſſive Warmth of the Cli- 
mate, They meaſure their Diſtances by Leagues, 
or by a Meaſure they call Gos, which is equal to 
four Leagues of ours. I arrived at Golconda in about 
a Fortnight, which is a very large City, under its 
own Monarch, who is tributary to the Great Mo- 
gul, I ſaw this potent Prince, who can raiſe an 
Army of 600,000 Men ; and what I moſt admired 
about him, was a Diamond, of above half a Foot 
long, upon the Crown of his Head: From Golconda 
I journied to Viſapour, which is above 300 Leagues 
diſtant from it, and from thence to Bcholly, and 
thence to the Portugueſe Ifland of Goa, on which 
ſtands their famous City, the Capital of their Poſ- 
ſeſſions, and the Scene of ſo many brave and heroic 
Acts as were performed by the Albuquergues, and 
the reſt of thoſe great Men, that fitſt fixed then in 
this Part of the World ; but they are now dwindled 
to a bare Shadow of what they formerly were, and 
are, at the ſame Time, the Scorn and Victims 
to the Cunning of every other Nation ſettled ſince 
in the Indies. From Goa, after ſeeing every Thing 
_ that was eſteemed curious, partly by Land, and 
2 “ partly 
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partly by Water, I arrived at Surat, to my entire 
Content, after a Journey, which, tho? it gave me 
ſuch Opportunities as are very agreeable to a cu- 
rious and inquifitive Man, yet almoſt tired me to 
Death. This is the only Port in the Magul's Do- 
minions, and is inhabited by a promiſcuous Medley 
of Moguls, Perſians, Arabians, Turks, Perſees, or 
Gaurs, and Franks, or European Chriſtians, whoſe 
Number, however, is not very conſiderable, I 
was well received by the Engliſh Factory, and, 
after tranſacting the Buſineſs I came about, partook 
of the Diverſions and Amuſements of the Place, and 
made a thorough Inſpection into every Thing in 
Surat, and the Country adjacent, This City may 
be reckoned the great Mart of the Indies, and where 
all the Chineſe and European Commodities may be 
had in great Plenty. I took a Paſſage from hence 
to Bombay, the chief of our Forts on this Coaſt 3 
and from thence failed in a Jonk to Fort St. George, 
where I arrived in about ten Weeks afterwards, 
giving a ſatisfactory Account of the Execution of 
my Commiſſion to the Governor, Soon after my 
Arrival, I was ordered on another Affair of Impor- 
tance, up to Hughly Factory, to which I departed 
ina ſmall Veſſel, with two or three Gentow Mari» 
ners. This Factory is ſituated on a River of that 
Name, which is a Branch of the famous Ganges, 
When I arrived at Fort William, after having deli- 
vered my Credentials, I was received into the Fac- 

tory 
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fory in a very friendly Manner; and, notwithſtand- 
ing a good deal of Chicanry, and ill Uſage, from 
ſome Perſons in Authority, I found Means to finiſh 
what I came about, with Honour ; and alſo t5 do 
myſelf fome private Services in the Way of Traf- 
fick, upon my own Bottom; and took my Depar- 
ture, with Tokens of Reſpect from all the Gen- 

tlemen there, In coming down the River, I had 
agreat Fancy to put into the Iſland Sagar, tho' I 
had heard it was much infeſted with Tygers, who 
are very fierce, and the Seamen did all they could to 
perſuade me from it: However, we brought too, 
and, arming myſelf with a Matchet and Firelock, 
and ſeveral Charges of Powder and Ball, I left the 
Veſſel, and refolutely determined to face any Dan- 
ger that might happen in the Gratification of my 
Curioſity ; and the more ſo, as the Iſland is reekon- 
ed holy amongſt the Pagans, Numbers of Jou- 
gies going there, the latter End of every Year, to 
worſhip. The Iſland is full of Buſhes and Man- 
groves; and I was no ſooner on Shore, than my 
People rowed the Canoe out again, and ſtood over, 
full of Affright, to Rogues River, where I ſaw them 
come to Anchor, I was not very well pleaſed at 
this; but, looking upon their Fear as a Piece of 
Superſtition, I advanced into the Iſland, and came, 
without Interruption, to a Savannah, about half a 
Mile from the Place J landed at, which was dry 
and parched up; but I had no ſooner got over it,

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than, caſting my View forwards, 1 perceived no 
leſs than four glaring fiery Eyes, directed towards 
me, thro' the Buſhes, and preſently concluded they 
were the Creatures I had heard ſo much Talk of; 
nor had I Time for much Conſideration, for, ſetting 
up an infernal Howl, they both made at me, with 
all the Fierceneſs their ſavage Natures and Hunger 
could inſpire, I muſt own I was greatly ſhocked 
and frightened, and had only juſt Preſence of Mind 
ſufficient to recollect, that I had no Way to ſecure 
myſelf, if my Piece miſſed Fire; and, as I could not 
have Time to charge again, if I did not diſpatch 
the remaining Beaſt with my Matchet.

T was far more n

fired, which his Uncle had obtained by his Inte- 
reſt, and bore Date at the Time that Letter was 
wrote: It permitted me to leave the Country, and 
my Factory, in ſix Months after the Receipt of it.

My Friends, the moſt divine and heavenly Man 
that ever exiſted, that true Judge of human Na- 
ture, to whom we are obliged for all thoſe ſublime 
Rules and Precepts that under various Forms go- 
vern the civilized Part of the World, never enter- 
ar into the Merits of a Ruler's Character, or its 

Demerits: 
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Demerits : He, even ſuppoſes, or ſeems to ſuppoſe, 
that Providence has a great Sway in ſetting up Ma- 


giſtrates, when, in Anſwer to the Jews enſnaring 
Queſtion, without calling Cæſar an Uſurper and a 
Tyrant, as he really was, he fays, Give unto C:e- 
far the Things that are Czſar's, and unto God the 
Things that are Gods Certainly in the wiſe Dif- 
poſition Heaven makes of Things, it deſtines one 
Man to this Employment, and another Man to a 


different one; it alſo appoints thoſe that ſhall go- 


vern, and thoſe that ſhall obey ; and their Obliga- 
tions to. each other, being mutual, if the heaven- 
ly Contract is broke thro? by either Party, it be- 
comes void, of no Effect, and ſuch Remedies ought 
to be applied to, as are thought proper by either 
Side of the Queſtion ; ſo far as they do not effect 
the general Laws of Nature, and the Rules or Con- 
duct of Providence. It is enough, my gentle Rea» 
der, that thy Property is ſecured, and thy Perſon 
free from Danger ; leave the minute Springs and 
Movements of Government to Stateſmen ; believe 
they do right, and never by an exploring Inquiſi - 


tiveneſs into the Actions of your Superiors in their 


public Station, or in the Management of their 
private Concerns, endanger that Hurt to your 
Minds, that Diſcontent and ill Humour produces. 
The Governor, undoubtedly, is obliged to conſult 
the Good of the Governed, and no Obligation lies 
2 us tamely to ſubmit to Oppreflion, and the In- 
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juries flowing from a bad Adminiſtration, to, let 
me ſay, its Conſtituents. But we muſt not nag- 
nify our Wrongs, or encreaſe our Sorrows, by 
ſeeing thro” a falſe and deceitful Medium. Here 
we are happy — George reigns in the Hearts, as 
he does over the Perſons of his Subjects, with a 
mild, a gentle Sway.—Does he appoint Miniſters ? 
He appoints ſuch, we muſt hope as from a tho- 
rough Knowledge he thinks equal to the Taſk of 
adviſing and directing him to purſue his People's 


Good and Happineſs ; like ſmall Streams derived 


from this Source, all our petty Magiſtrates have 
their Original, and let us endeavour rather to co- 
ver than to declare their Faults, if they produce no 
other bad Conſequences than what flows to them- 
ſelves, by the Contempt an imprudent Manage- 
ment of their private Concerns will occaſion. E- 
very Department of Government does not furniſh 
an Halliſax or a Montague; a Montague, alas! 

lately departed, too ſoon loſt to the bewailing 
World.—Ohb, Mantague ! as long as Virtue is fe- 
ſpeed by Mankind, as long as Deſert is efteemed 


by the Good; as long as Trade flouriſhes in this 


maritime Country; as long as true and genuine 
Benevolence of Heart ſhall conduce to the Relief 
of the Miſerable; ſo long ſhall thy Loſs be lament- 


ed by all that ever heard thy Name and Character 


Tby ducal Coronet borrowed Luſtre from thee ; 
And thy high Rank and Birth only ſerved to make 
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thy noble Mind more conſpicuouſly apparent! I 


ſee, methinks, the god-like Peer, with that Huma- 


aity of Countenance ſo remarkably his, bending in 


ſilent Attention to ſome Tale of Woe, and reach- 
ing out the ready Hand to relieve Diftreſs ; his 
Heart melting in ſoft Sympathy and gentle Com- 


paſſion, hardly reſtraining the Tears that ſtand in 


his pitying Eyes! But I can enlarge no more, tho” 
I long to do it on this engaging Subject, which has 
carried me ſo far out of my Road, and brought to 
my Remembrance one of the greateſt Men that 
ever exiſted, 

T was in ſome Pain about poor Saris, as I did

St. George, as ſoon as I did, which was what I 


earneſtly deſired; but, when I mentioned my 
Thoughts to him, he told me, he was at Liberty 
to depart whenever he would ; which Leave he had 
obtained of his Friend, in the ſame Manner I had 


procured it by mine, and that he would go to Eng- 


land when I departed, for the Benefit of my Com- 


pany z I returned him Thanks, and we immediate- 


ly began to get Matters in Order, and to finiſh our 
various Concerns, particularly, that of ſettling our 


Accompts for the Company with the Governor, 


which we did with Tokens of his Approbation for 
our Fidelity, When Truman found we were dif- 
pong Rp for our Departure, he * and 
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ſkipped about as if he was diſtracted, and was not 
fo much Maſter of himſelf for a long Time, as to 
govern his Tranſports with any Degree of Mode. 
ration, When he came a little to himſelf, he ad. 
viſed us to go to Batavia, and from thence in a 
Dutch Ship to Europe; War being declared, ac- 
cording to our Accounts, between the Engliſb and 
French, tho' as yet no Hoſtilities had been com - 


menced in the Indian Seas. I tell you what, Tru - 


man, ſays Mr. Saris, with Mr. Thompſon's Con- 


ſent, we'll ſend thee off for England with our beſt * 
Effects, in the Homeward bound Dutch Fleet, and 


you ſhall leave us next Week, and go to Batavia for 
that Purpoſe; and we'll take the Chance of any ſingle 
Ship that may ſail from thence at the 6 Months End, 

Truman was at firſt averſe to this Propoſal, his Af- 
ſection for me not permitting him to think of part- 
ing with me; but upon our joint Deſire, he under- 
took, tho' reluctantly, to prepare for his Depar- 
ture; and, in about a Month, having furniſhed 
him properly, we ſent him, in a ſmall Veſſel, to 
Batavia, whence the ſame Veſſel brought Letters 


from him, that he had embarked, and ſailed, in - 


good Health, for the Cape of good, Hope. I retained 
my large Diamond, and a ſmall'Charge of Money, 


having conſigned all the reſt of my Effects, jointly, 


to my Father, Mr. Diaper, and Truman, till 1 at- 
rived. Truman affected me greatly, . when we 


: parted, and, in a reſpectful Manner, claſping me 
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in his Arms, "begged me to take Care of myſelf; 
and prayed to God to preſerve me ſafe in my de- 
ſigned Voyage: In ſhort, we both ſhed Tears, 
and J paid that Tribute with Pleaſure, to fo faith» 
ful, ſo juſt, and ſo diſintereſted a Man, who had 
ſecured himſelf a large Share of my Love and 
Eſteem. We implored the Bleſſing of God upon 
his Voyage, and hoped he'd arrive ſafe, at the de- 
ſtined Port. No Man, that. has not experienced 
the Pleaſure of having a faithful Agent and Ser- 
vant, can expreſs the Relief it gives to the Cares 
of Life; and the Secret to procure that Satisfaction, 
is to convince the Servant, you have his Welfare 
and Intereſt at Heart; and then 'tis natural for 
him to conſult yours, as his own Well-being de- 
pends upon it. The loweſt People may be brought 
to eſteem and practiſe noble Principles; and will, 
of Courſe, follow them, if no abſurd, or bad Ma- 
nagement, in thoſe above them, directs them to 
different Courſes... Would we have honeſt and 
| true Domeſtics about us, we muſt act in ſuch a 
Manner ourſelves, as to. appear amiable in their 
Eyes? which will make them fearful of following 
other Maxims themſelves. When the Time of 
dur own Departure came, we took an Adieu of 
all our good Friends, and were entertained agtecably 
by all the Gentlemen of the Town, who ſhewed great 
Concern in parting with us; and the Governor, 
and our Brother Factors, particularly vied with 
each other, in making us Preſents of ſuch Thi 
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as would, they thought, render our Voyage agree 
able. As we had no Fleet, or ſingle Ship, going 


to Europe, we determined to go the ſame Way 
that we ſent Truman, and arrived ſafely in the City 
of Batavia, where we had immediately an Oppor- 
tunity of a Paſſage to Holland, in the Vroi Chrij. 
ana, commanded by Capt. Vander Speigel, which 
was a remarkable ſtout Ship, and well manned, 
mounting 40 Guns, and. carrying 170 Seamen, 
Having obtained Governor Fan Bluci's Licence, 
which we did with ſome Difficulty, to go in her, 
I had our Effects regiſtered, we embarked, and 
ſtood out to Sea. Before we paſſed the Line, we 


loſt our Captain, who was one of the moſt ſot- q 


tiſh and brutiſh Fellows in the World, and was 
aQually fet on Fire by drinking ſpiritous Liquors, 
which, at length, burnt out his Entrails, and car- 
ried him off. He was ſucceeded by a very Gentle- 


man-like Man, Capt. Beectman; and, as if the Ex- 


iſtence of this Fellow had retarded, or been the 
Remora of our Progreſs, the Wind, which had 
been, till now, unfavourable, ſhifted about, and 


carried us, at a fine Rate, till we fell in with the 


Cape, where we came to Anchor, along- fide oi 


two Dutch, and three Engliſs, Eaft India Men, 


after paying the proper Salutes to the Forts and 


Ships, and receiving the ſuitable e to out 
Compliments.

HEN we had come to Anchor, Mr. Saris 

and myſelf went, with .the Captain, and 

ſome other Gentlemen, for Shore, in our Long- 

Boat; and, as we paſt along Side of a large Engli/b 

Ship, we enquired her Name, and my Heart jumped | 
from my Boſom almoſt, when we were anſwered, 
as to that Particular, and that ſhe was commanded 

by Capt. Friendly. This revived a thouſand en- 
deared Ideas in my Mind, and I begged the Caps» 

' tain to call on Board her, which we did; and, the 
Minute. I ſet my Foot on Deck, Tenquired, preci- 
pitately, Whether Mr. Diaper was on Board? [ 

was anſwered by the Captain, chat I was very 

lucky, if I wanted to ſee that Gentleman, as he - 
was Supercarge on Board the next Shipz to which —  . | 
he would do himſelf the Pleaſure to accompany me, 

25 he had not himſelf ſeen that valuable Man: a 

great while, his Voyage having been altered, 

_ when he left England. When we came there, as I

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Friend's Voice talking to ſomebody, and pur- 
poſely covered my Face with my Hat, to ſurprize 


him with the unexpected Sight I was going to pre- 


ſent before him, We were intreated to go into 
the great Cabbin, where we ſeated ourſelves, and 
foon after Mr. Diaper entered and ſaluted us; he 
was ſo altered, that had it not been for his Voice, 
I ſhould ſcarcely have diſtinguiſhed him, and for 
that ſympathetic involuntary Recognition my Heart 


| afforded me. I was as much altered myſelf, but the 
Moment he heard me ſpeak, he turned his Eyes ea- 


gerly towards me, without ſaying one Word ; his 
Knees tottered under him, and he exclaimed, Great 


God] I thank thee for this! and would have drop- 
| ped down, had I not ran to him, and, claſping him 


in' my Arms could not refrain from Tears: Hea- 
vens! I cried, this is Bliſs, — unutterable,— inexpreſ- 


fible,—and pays me for all my Fatigues.— To meet 


©. thee thus, he rejoined, — who could expect it? And 
thus for near a quarter of an Hour, we did nothing

Joy that ruſhes o'er the Soul, 
zn obliging and being obliged by diſintereſted Vir- 
tue! Has he been long abſent from the amiable 


ann, 1 his Boſom ? Has he _ her at his Re- 
Se turn 
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turn conſtant, true and faithful, and equal to all bis 
longing Wiſhes? Then he may have felt thoſe Guſts 
and Starts of paſſionate Fondneſs, that we felt in 
ſeeing each other after a ſeven Years abſence, 
and all the Uncertainties it had produced in our 
Minds of each other's Welfare; that Flead of Joy, 
that wild tumultuous Roll, that caſt aſide Body, 
and left nothing about us but Mind, and wonder- 
ing, gazing Sight, When we became ſomewhat 
calmer, ſtill our Enquiries of each other made our 
Converſation a disjointed Medley, in aſking Que- 
ſtions on each Side, without being Maſter enough 
of ourſelves to reſolve them. At length I pre- 
ſented Mr. Saris to him as a valued Friend, 
who had been ever ſince we met, highly partici- 
pating in our mutual Satisfaction; and, being 
obliged to yield to Captain Beeckman's Defires to 
go on Shore as ſoon as poſſible, Mr. Draper ob- 
tained Leave of his Captain to accompany us; for 
though the Supercargoes are ſuperior to the Com- 
manders of India Ships, when on Shore at the Fac- 
tories, they are under the Captain's Direction in 
the Voyage; when we came on Shore, after a- 
gain refreſhing ourſelves whilſt the Captain was 
employed in his Buſineſs; Mr. Diaper, Mr. 
Saris, and myſelf, took a Walk in one of the 
beautiful Gardens of the Dutch Company, which 
bloom with all Nature's various Productions, and, 
atting down under the ſhady Covering of a de- 
+ Ts lightful 
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lizhtful Alcove, I related all my Adventures and 
Succeſſes to my Friend; and he in Return gratified 
me with an Account of all that had happened to 
himſelf ſince our Separation, by which I under- 
food to my great Joy, that he never again pro- 
paſed going to India, having acquired a Fortune 
of near 30,009 l. through various Difficulties and 
Dangers, with Honour to himſelf and Satis faction 


to his Owners. He now hoped with me we ſhould 


Hud all our Friends well, and particularly his ador- 
able Bellair, whom he was haſtening to eſpouſe. 
I found, in his laſt Voyage with Captain Friendly, 
he had been ſhipwrecked, and underwent great 
Difliculties on a barbarous Coaſt, whereby he had 


been a great Loſer; and that Adventure being very 


curious and extraordinary, I ſhall particularly in- 
ſert it, as he related it. ; 


T be vnfortunate ſbipwreck and lucky E ſcape of 
Mr. DiA PER. 


| AX E had a Succeſſion of foul Weather, from 


the very Day we left the Cape of Good Hope, 
which continued with little Intermiſſion till we 


came the Length of the Philippine Iſlands; from 


which, by our Reckohings, we had been driven a 


great Way to the Eaſtward, when another violent 


Storm aroſe from the S. Z. and for near three 
| Weck 
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Weeks we were the Sport of the Winds and 
Waves, and could keep no regular Account of our 
Way. Our People had been fo reduced by Sick- 
neſs before, that we had not Hands ſufficient to 
manage the Ship, ſo that the Supercargees, and o- 
ther Gentlemen, were obliged to exert them- 
ſelves in performing the meaneſt. as well as the 
moſt toilſome Offices. Our Proviſions fell ſo 
fcarce, that we were at very ſhort Allowance; and 
for Water we had not above half a Pint a Day per 
Man, and we had been obliged to throw our Guns 
and the leſs valuable Part of our Cargo-overboard- 
Nothing could be more dreadful. and pitiable than 
eur melancholy Situation; fo that we began to ar 
bandon ourſelves to Deſpair, and, wearied with Sick- 
neſs and Fatigue, reſigned ourſclves in Expecta- 
tion of the fatal Moment that ſhould put a Period: 
to our Misfortunes. I took a Spell one Evening a& 
the Helm, and experienced a great Inſtance of the 
Protection of Providence; an encreaſed Guſt of 
Wind threw a Sea over us, that waſhed me, a Mate, 
and three other Men, that were upon Deck, over- 
board, and tho? it was almoſt inſtantaneous, yet F 
had Time enough to reflect that I was loſt, and to put 
a few fervent Supplications to God, recommend- 
ing my Soul into his Hands, who beſtowed it upon 
me; when another Wave threw me again upon- 
the main Deck, and there left me gaſping for 
Life; It was. ſome. Time before I came to myſelf, 
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and I was then hurried into the Cabbin, and put to 
Bed by Captain Friendly. The Mate and the other 
three were loſt, and with the higheſt Sentiments of 
Devotion, I gave Thanks to, and adored that mer- 
ciful Being, who had thus ſaved me from the Wa- 
ters that fo terribly encompaſſed me round about, 
We began ſoon to experience all the Miſeries of 
Famine, which, appeared in its moſt terrifying 
Forms, Six of our ſick People expired thro* mere 
Want of neceſſary Suſtenance, and we were all ſo 
overcome with Faſting, that the Men began to 
debate, whether or no Lots ſhould not be caſt for 
one of us to die to preſerve the reſt; We drank. 
our Urine for mary Days, not having the leaſt 
Rain ſince the Storm began, which otherwiſe we 
ſhould have ſaved for our Uſe, Our Main-maſt 
was brought by the Board, but thro' Mercy we 
fot her clear of the Ship, and our Bowſprit and 
Part of our Rudder were carried away by the howl- 
ing Waves, Sure no Sight can be more dreadful 
than to fee a Veſſel in ſuch a forlorn Condition, and 
to ſurvey all around, the horrid Waſte of Waters 
breaking Mountains high on every Side, at diſtance 
you fee them diſſolve into a white Foam now ſink- 
ing into an abrupt Vale, or riſing into a perpetual 
Succeſſion of broken craggy Hills, rolling far and 
wide away. The howling burſts, that the bellow- 
ing Winds fends forth, rattle thro* the Rigging with 
impetuous Force, and, like one continued Peal of

At the End of three Weeks, or thereabout, as I 

was looking out afore, methought I ſaw an Ob- 
ject, that, after obſerving ſtedfaſtly I found fiill 
kept its Poſition: I ſet it by the Compaſs, and per- 
ceived it bore off us due South; ſo with Joy I cal- 
led ts Captain Friend, who was then very ill, and 


- told him, I was ſure I made Land a Head. Tho“ | 


he could ſcarcely crawl, the News gave him ſuch 
3 that he was up in an Inſtant and every 
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body getting the Scent, the Decks were ſoon filled 
with People, whoſe Looks were capable to ſtrike 
the Soul with Horror ; all wan, and pale, and 
_ ghaſtly, from Illneſs and Famine ; their Counte- 
nances now betrayed ſomewhat of a Smile, and 
the meagre Hands and hollow Eyes were lifted up 
to thank God for the Mercy he had beſtowed: upon 
us. The ſucceeding Day we had a ſhort Ceſſation 
of the Storm, and the Sky being ſomewhat clear, 
we could now perceive it was plainly Land, riſing 
into Hummocks, and deſcending on each Side in- 
to a Point; we could not imagine what Land it 
was, but ſteered directly in for it, imagining it to 
be about ſeven Leagues diftant from us, when the 
Wind again began to riſe with its wonted Fury, 
and drove us directly in for it: And now a freſh 
Difficulty aroſe, how we ſhould prevent the Veſ- 
ſel's driving upon the Rocks, which would be our 
inevitable Deſtruction; however, after Tacking a- 
' bout, we found we could not keep her Head up to 
the Wind, and, weary and faint, let her drive; in- 
voking the great 'Pilot of the Univerſe, once more. 
to appear and act in our Favqur, In ſhort, three or. 
ſour Hours brought us amongſt the Breakers, and 
preſently the Ship thumped hard upon the Rocks, 
beat Part of her falſe Keel off, and one of the Gar- 
- board-trakes ; fo that ſoon the Water poured 
upon us on all Sides, and we were obliged to put 
out our Boats, which were the a and Pin- 


nace, 
+ 1 
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nace, which with leſs Difficulty we did, as the 
former had been all Day in the Chains; and put-- 
ting in the latter the Company's Silver, and pro- 
viding ourſelves with ſome Powder, Fire-Arms, and? 
- mathematical Inſtruments, with. all our Books and: 
Papers, and ſome other Materials, we ſafely got ins 
to them to the Number of Forty- five Souls, and 
committed ourſelves to the Protection of Providence, 
whoſe Aſſiſtance we again experienced, by getting. 
ſafely alſo on Shore, whilſt at a Diſtance. we ſaw- 
our poor Veſſel torn into a thouſand Pieces, 

Our firſt Care was to ſecure our Boats, and whilſt: 
a Party ſet about building Tents-for ſuch of eur 
People as were quite ſick and unable to help them 
ſelyes, and whom with Difficulty extreme we had 
got from the Wreck with us, the Captain, myſelf, 
and two. more went armed to look abroad into the- 
Country, to ſee. the Place, and to diſcover if it was- 
inhabited, and if we could procure the Neceſlaries-. 
of Life. The Soil was ſandy, and abounded in 
ſeveral Kinds of Trees and Shrubs; particularly to - 
our great Joy, we found the Palm-Tree to be one 
of them, which gave us a Proſpect of meeting with 
ſtill greater Abundance, We found ſome Deer: 
and ſome wild Hogs, and ſeveral other Sorts of+ 
Animals for Food, and a particular Kind of Herb 
ſgmewhat like Spinage, by the Help of which Re- 
freſhments, we were ſoon all wellrecovered fave ſix, . 
who expired ſoon after dur Landing; and began td 
5 ** K 5 enter 
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enter into a Form of domeſtic Government, Par- 
ties being appointed to kill Game, others, to cut 
Firing, and the Remainder to lengthen our Long- 
boat, by the Help of which we were in Hopes we | 
might get from this Place, All our Conjectures 
were a long Time at a Puzzle to know where we 
were, tho' ſome of our old Voyagers were poſitive 
we were in one of the moſt Northerly of the Ma- 
rian Iſlands, which lie from 13* to 22% of Nor- 
| thern Latitude, and in 148* of Eaſt Longitude 
from the Meridian of London. Our Obſerva- 
tions were confirmed in this, and ſome of our 
Men deliring to go out in the Pinnace to diſcover 
if we were really upon one of thefe Iflands or no, 
and to ſeek for Inhabitants, for as yet we had ſeen 
none ; ten of them were permitted to go with Mr, 
Midgley a Supercarge, and a Mate at their Head; 
they were victualled as well as we could fupply them, 
and having the proper Inftruments, and fome Tri- 
= Hes which we had faved to truck with the Natives, 
they ſet out on their Voyage; but whether they 
were buried in the Sea, or deftroyed by the Bar- 
barians, I can't tell, for we never ſaw them more: 
-and the Lofs of fo many of our Comrades ſtruck us 
with a great Damp, and funk our Spirits, having 
now only twenty-ſeven left ; beſides in loſing the 
- Pinnace we received a very great Detriment, as 
now we could not go out to fiſh, which made a 
Part of our Diet. The Iſland, in the interior Part 
ns 5 Was 
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was like a Garden, and the Air ſo temperate, that 
we could not help thinking ourſelves as happy as 
People in our Circumſtances could deſire to be, 
conſidering all Things ; and could we once get to 
any of our Settlements or FaQtories, and from 
thence to Europe, as we had done all that Men 
could do, we did not doubt our Conduct would be 
approved by the Company, and that they would 
make no Difficulty of employing us again in their 
Service. In the cloſe of the Day we buſied our- 
ſelves in ſuch Sports or Diverſions as we could per- 
form, as Wreſtling, Leaping, &c. and I made a 
Back-gammon Table, in a rude Faſhion, and hay- 
ing Dice, that was the Entertainment of the better 
Sort of us: Every Day I read the Church Service, 
Morning and Evening, by the Captain's Defire, and 
on Sundays we attended th Pevotion ofthe Day with 
all the PunQuality and Seriouſneſs imaginable, and 


ſet apart that ſeventh Portion of Time to thoſe Ex- 
erciſes that amend and raiſe the Heart to the great 


fiſt Fountain of all created Things, In Appear- 
ance, there could not be a more harmonious and 


peaceable Set of People than we all were, expref- 
ling great Regard and Affection to each other; but 


our melodious Waller might well fay, 


Aar Dangers now from Man alone we find, 
Than from the Rocks, the Billows, or the Wind. | 
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And this in a little Time proved exaQly to be our: 
unhappy Caſe. Is it not ſomewhat ſurpriſing, that 
the Spirit of Diſcord reigns ſo much amongſt Man- 


kind, that it follows them, and intrudes itſelf in- 
to their Breaſts, even when their very Being de- 
pends upon Unity and Friendſhip's being preſer- 
ved amongſt them? Could a Situation much more 
direful be thought of than ours was, ſeparated as 
it were from all the World, the Companions and 
Brothers of Misfortune; and of Misfortune not to be 
overcome, without our joint Efforts employed to 
extricate us. Yet we fell into Feuds and Diſſen- 
ſions that cauſed the Death of many, and had very 
near ruined the Innocent with the Guilty, and in- 
| volved us all in Deſtruction. Hitherto every one 
had ſhewn the utmoſt Willingneſs in the Taſks ap- 
pointed them, and to obey the Commands of their 
Officers, to whom they had been as ſubmiſs as be- 
fore our Shipwreck ; and by that Means our Long- | 


boat was nearly ready for Sea, was decked and 
ſtrengthened properly, ſo as to become an excel- 
lent Sea Boat, and the Rigging her, for which we 


were particularly obliged to the Palm-tree, was 


on the Point of being finiſhed ; when a moſt hor- 
rid Conſpiracy was diſcovered, carried on by twelve 


of our beſt Hands, who hadentered into an Agree- 


ment to take away the Company's "Treaſure, and 
LY make their Eſcape i in the Veſſel, and, leaving us.in 
this diſconſolate — go to K of che Por-

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tuguexe Settlements, ſhare the Money, and every 
one to ſhift for himſelf, This was their firſt Plan, 
but they afterwards. altered: it, and agreed to run 
amongſt the Philippine 1/langs, or to ſteer to the 
Streights of Manilla, and there to endeavour to ſeize: 
ſome large Veſſel, and go upon the Account, or 
turn Pyrates, The principal Conſpirator was one 
Stott, the Beatſwain, a Fellow that on Board I had 
obſerved to be of a mutinous, domineering Spirit, . 
and particularly ſevere in the Execution of his Of- 
fice; in ſhort, I never liked him, but had ſeen. 
him behave with great Caution and CircumſpeQtion . 
ſince he had been on Shore, which had in a Man- 
ner cured both Captain Friendiy and myſelf of our. 
Prejudices againſt him. They were all armed 
with Firelocks and Hangers, as well as ourſelves, 
which made it the more dangerous; and their De- 
ſign was juſt ripe for Execution, when I was the. 
happy Inſtrument to diſcover and defeat it. I was 
one Day with my Gun, and a favourite Dog of 
mine, who had been before to India with me; and 
having tired myſelf in the Purſuit of Game, laid 
myſelf down in a Copſe, intending to take a Nap 
before I returned to my Companions, whilſt the 
Dog ſtrayed at ſome Diſtance from. me, round a- 
bout, employed in, the ſeeking Way of Pointers.

Curſe me, replies another, whom 
I knew to be Vill Jones, the Carpenter's Mate, 
he's a good Fellow too for that Matter ; I would 
not have any Blood fpilt if it could be helped, but 
as to the Company, a Pack of rich Scoundrels, I 
think it no Sin to rob them, if it was of twice as 
much. I lay cloſe all this while, and heard them 
talk over their whole Deſign, and luckily left the 
Spot, without its being perceived that I had over- 
heard them; and in the Courſe of their Talk, 
learned all the Names of the Gang. I was ſhock- 
". ed-anid amazed at ſuch a Scene of Villainy, but re- 
ſolved to act very cautiouſly, as I perceived they 
were already very ſtrong. The next Day 1 took 
Captain Friendly out with me, and Mr. Benſon, 

one of our Mates, and the only one we had re- 
maining, under Pretence of ſhewing them a fine 
ProſpeR which I had diſcovered in my Peregrina- 
. tions the Day before, When, we had got far e- 
nough, I began to open what T had heard, and my 
. Diſcovery, which made them > 

dan 
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and tho' they both were as courageous Men as any 
I ever knew, yet it was ſome Time before their 
Amazement would ſuffer them to ſpeak a Syllable ; 
at length, when their firſt Surprize was over, we 
began to conſult Ways and Means to cruſh the 
Conſpiracy before it came to a greater Head; and, 
in order to that, it was thought neceſſary, that the 
Silver ſhould be put under a Guard of two of our 
truſtieſt Men, to be relieved every four Hours, and 
that I ſhould lie in the Hut where it was ſecured ; that 
the Captain ſhould call all the Hands together the 
next Day, and endeavour to ſeize the Conſpirators 
unarmed, by the Help of ſuch of our People as till 
continued faithful, and to whom we were to impart 
the Heads of the Affair this very Evening: Accord» 
ingly, we fent privately to them, one by one, to 
avoid Sufpicion, and received a Promiſe from all 
of them, that they would ſtand by their Com- 
mander, and not fee the Company injured ; and 
moſt of them were ſo irritated, we could hardly 
reſtrain their Rage within proper Bounds ; but 
what gave us great Uneaſineſs, was the Impoſſibi- 
lity of ſecuring their Arms, or catching them with- 
out them; for, from a Precaution generally atten · 
dant upon the AQtions of defigning and bad People, 
who are full of Suſpicions, and ever on their Guard, 
they, it was obſerved of late always went armed, 
and as we were told, which was what had furprized 
the zeſt of the Men, even lay with their Muſquets

by them all Night. It was then thought proper 
to alter our Plan of Action; and the firſt Time 
ihres or four of them went out together, to fiſh.

to put them to the Sword, An Opportunity im- 
mediately occurred; and Scott, with four more,

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to build, to carry us from this ſolitary Place; or 
may receive the Puniſhment due to your Crime, 
Scott, with the reſt, turned pale, to hear me ſpeak 
thus: But being a bold and deſperate Sett of Wretches, 
they ſoon reſumed their Countenances, and he told 
me, he did not know by what Authority I called 
them to Account; that they were not under my 

Command, nor any one elfe ; and would try who 
were the beſt Men, if I perſiſted in my Deſign ; ſo, 
d—n ye, my Lads, let's charge them directly; on 
which he fired at me, and thereupon, I ordered my 

Men in the Thicket to let fly, by which two of the 
Conſpirators were killed, who, at the ſame Inſtant, 
with an. unlucky Shot, diſpatched one of my Com- 
panions; however, like wild Beaſts, they did not 
take Warning, by their Friends Fate, which only 

ſerved to redouble their Fury ; and, Scott advancing 

before the other two, to knock, me down with, the. 
Butt-end of bis Piece, I clapped-my Firelack to his 
Brreaſt, and ſhot. him dead upon the Spot; on which 
his Companions ſurrendered- themſelves Priſoners 
at Diſcretion, and we bound their Hands, and 
drove them before us, till we came near Home; 
when, leaving them with two Men, for their Saſe- 
keeping, the reſt of ys entered our little Plantation, 
where Captain Friendly was under dreadful Ap- 

prehenfions, , fearing our Plot bad mifcarried ; but 

now, when, from the Information of my Priſoners 


L could give him an exact Account of the Number,

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and Deſigns of theſe Wretches, he was made tole- 
rable eaſy, and we prepared for the Execution of 
the ſecond Part of our Scheme. The Captain, and 
Mr. Benſon, each attended by ſix Men, well arm- 
ed, advanced before their Hut, and ſummoned them 
to ſurrender, or expect to be treated without Mer- 
cy, as Scott, and the reſt of their Companions, had 
been before; but crying out, One and all, One and 
all, they fallied out, and, Deſperado like, fired their 
Pieces on both Parties, by which we loſt two Men ; 
and, by our Return to their Fire, dropped two of 
theirs. By this Time they had retreated to a large 
Tree, which had been cut down for fome Time be- 
fore, of which they made a Kind of Breaſt work ; 
and, before our People could cloſe with them, had 
loaded again, and diſcharged full in their Teeth, by 
which another Man was killed, and Capt. Friendly 
wounded in the Shoulder ; but, in Return to the 
Salute, our Parties fired, and laid three more of 
them flat on the Earth ; and the remaining two 
flung down their Arms, and ſubmitted.” "Af ſo 
much Blood had been ſpilt, and theſe four Fellows 
were the leaſt guilty amongſt them,” Capt. Friendly 
deferred any Proceedings againſt them, and pro-

but, whilſt we were buſied in quelling this Inſur- 
rection, fiye of our Men, who were on Board the

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Eſcape, for ſo we had named our new Veſſel, agreed” 
to run away with her; and providing themſelves, 
privately, with ſome Proviſions and Water, had 
put out to Sea, without being perceived by any of 
us, we were ſo employed in the aforeſaid Opera- 
tions: And thus, whilſt we were contending for 
the Prize, it was run away with from both Parties. 
Our Conſternation was extreme, when we diſco» 
vered this Perfidy, and ſaw, at Diſtance, our Boat 
under Sail, and ploughing thro' the Waves, We 
were unable to ſpeak or think, and were involved 
in the deepeſt and moſt cruel Deſpair, finding now 
all Hopes to get away fruitleſs, and of no Effect, 
unleſs Providence directed ſome Veſſel that Way, 
which was a Thing we had no Foundation to ſup- 
poſe, We were now only ten of us, including our 
Priſoners, who ſeemed ſo fincerely penitent, that 
they were ſuffered to walk Abroad, but were not 
truſted with Arms, Nothing can equal, ſure, our 
viſqpnſolate Condition; and we began to think 
Heaven had forſaken us, and that we muſt finiſh 
our Days thus remote from our Friends, and na- 
tive Country, and robbed of all our ſanguine De- 
ſires, and fondeſt Wiſhes ; when, one calm Morn- 
ing, to our infinite Joy, we deſcried a Sail, at fome 
Leagues Diſtance ; upon which we made a great 
Fire on an Eminence, and, getting upon another 
Hill, pitched a great Pole thereon, upon which we 
hung a Shirt, and continued firing our Muſquets, 
; | without 
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without Intermiſſion, hoping ſome Eye or other 
on Board her would diſcover theſe Signals of Di- 
ſtreſs; and how rejoiced were we, when we could 
ſee a Boat put off, full of Men, who rowed with all 
their Might towards the Ifland, anJ ſoon came 
within Hale of us; when, lying on their Oars, they 
aſked us, in Portugueze, Who we were? F anſwered 
for the reſt, in that Language, That we were the 
Remains of the Crew of an Engliſb Ship, who had 
been ſhipwrecked herea great while ago ; and begged 
them, for God's Sake, to take us on Board, which 
they immediately conſented to; but would not 
touch the Company's Silver, without firſt obtaining 
their Captain's Leave, We were overcome with 
Tranſport at this Change of our Condition, and 
returned ſincere Thanks to God for our Delive- 
rance, and that we had fallen into the Hands of 
Friends and Allies to our Nation; and, indeed, we 
met with the nobleſt Uſage from the Captain Don 
Branciſca de Zuniga, who, at my Requeſt, ſent his 
Boat again to Shore for the Treaſure, I. was ſo fond- 
of ſaving for my Owners Benefit, This Ship was 
bound from Goa, on a trading Voyage to China and 
Japan, and was. a very large Veſſel, and better 
manned than moſt of the Portugueze Ships gene- 
rally are in theſe Parts of the World; and the 
good Captain agreed to put us aſhore at Canton, 
which was the firſt Place he deſigned to touch at. 
Nothing could happen better than this;' nor could 
N 4 We. 
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we be carried to a more deſirable Place; but, 
tho' we experienced all the Goodneſs and Ge- 
neroſity imaginable from this noble Portugueze, 
we experienced the utmoſt Brutality, and ſuper- 
ſtitious Hatred from the common Sailors, poſſible z 
and could not help acknowledging, that, in their 
Ships, they are the moſt naſty and lazy Wretches, 
chat ever the World produced; and ſuch bad Sea- 
men in general, that, in a hard Gale of Wind, 
they, inſtead of beſtitring themſelves with Briſkneſs 
and Alacrity, are conſtantly ſupplicating their St. 
Antonio to do their Buſineſs for them; ſo that 
their Commanders are forced to exert their Au- 
thority over them, as over a Pack of Slaves, to 

bring them to any Thing. They are, however, 
well acquainted with the Za/t- Indian Seas, and are 
good Pilots; and from them we learnt, that the 
Iſland we were upon was called A igen; which 
they themſelves had been driven to the Sight of 
alſo by a Storm, which proved to us ſo propitious 
and fortunate. Don Franciſco was as good as his 
Word, and ſet us ſafely on Shore at Canton, re- 
fuſing to take any Satisfaction for the Service he 
had done us; and we once more got amongſt our 
Countrymen, after a Series of ſuch Perils, Miſ- 
fortunes, and Dangers ; and ſoon after took Paſſage 
in another of the Company's Ships for England, 
where, when we arrived, and had given the Di- 
zeQtors an Account of our Behaviour and Hard- 


ſhips, 
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ſhips, they treated us very kindly, made us hand- 
ſome Preſents, and gave Capt. Friendly a Ship for 
Coaſt and Bay, and provided me with my preſent 
Voyage, to my old Station, Canton, whence I am 
arrived here, Homeward-boynd, happy in having 
recovered a Friend I ſo dearly love, and who has 
been conſtantly uppermoſt in my Thoughts. 

Wee ſympathiſed with each other, in the va- 
rious Difficulties and Misfortunes we had met 
with, and congratulated, mutually, one anothef, 
on our good Succeſs, which was likely now. to raiſe 

us to a State of uninterrupted Happineſs, if a Mor- 
tal can ever be ſaid to participate of it, He heard 
Prim's Adventures with Pleaſure and Surprize, and 

| conceived an high Opinion and Regatd. for Mr, 
Faris. When he talked of his dear Bellair, he 

perceived the Tears ſtart in my Eyes; and I could 4 
not help making a mournful Compariſon between 
his happy State and my Miſery, deprived, for ever, 

of my adorable and adored Lowiſa, He ſaw my 
Pain; and, taking me in his Arms, kindly ſaid all 

"he could to diſſipate my Uneaſineſs, and blamed 
himſelf for mentioning a Name which could not 
fail reviving my Ideas of the Charmer of my Soul. 
He would fain have perſuaded us to leave the 
Dutch Ship, and go Paſſengers in his; but we had 
contracted ſuch a Friendſhip for Capt. Beeckman, 
and he had done ſo many Things, kindly to ac- 

_ commodate us in the Voyage, that at length my 

| Friend 
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Friend agreed, it would be almoſt a Crime to leave 
him, and eſpecially as their Ship way ſo full, that 
he could not promiſe us near ſo good Entertain- 
ment there. He invited the Captain with us, to 
a genteel Treat he gave us on Board his Ship; and 
all the Time we lay at the Cape, the Intercourſe of 
Civilities from Ship to Ship was great and noble ; 
and like Men who ſincerely delighted to oblige each 
other. The friendly Behaviour between Mr. Diaper, 
"myſelf, and Mr. Saris, ſpread a Complacency every- 
where, and inſpired Love and Humanity into 
Every. Breaſt, When we had got all on Board that 
"was neceſſary for our Voyage, my dear Friend 
took a tender Farewel of us, hoping we ſhould ar- 
ive ſafe to the deſired, the deſtined Spot, from 
which we had been ſo long abſent, in theſe uncom- 
fortable, ſultry Climates. Capt, Beeckman, by the 

Deſire of the other Captains, took the Arb 
as Commodore, and delivered his Orders accordingly; 

_ reſolving, if poſſible, to keep Company with each 
other to Europe, We weighed, and ſet fail in Con- 
cert, and continued fo till we came the Length of 
the Canaries z when a violent Storm aroſe, that 
put us in the utmoſt Pain for each other, Our 
Ship rode it well; but Capt. Friendly's, and that 
wherein my Friend was, ſeemed to labour very 

| Hard, amidſt the impetuous Winds, and boiling 
Waves, which roſe even to the Clouds ; and, in a 

| , Day nn the Storm ſtil continuing, we loſt 
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Sight of our whole Fleet, to our great Uneaſinefs, 
I ent up Petitions for their Safety, and prayed that 


the Almighty would fill the raging Main, and 


protect my poor Friend and his Companions. We 
drove thus for ſeveral Days; but at length the 
"Tempeſt abated, and a fill Calm ſucceeded this 
War of the Elements.

1 72 Winds hanging contrary to us, * 
ſome of our Men being very ill, our Cap- 


tuin reſolved to touch at the Aadeira s; and ac- 


cordingly we anchored in the Road of Fial; and 
ſoon after the Captain, Mr. beris, and myſelf, 
Went on Shore, and dined at the Dutch Conſul's, 
where we were elegancly entertained and the next 
2 Day paid our Compliments to the Engliſh Conſul, 
who received us with that Politeneſs ſo uſual to that 
Gentleman, and ſtaid us to Dinner; and ſeveral 


of 
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of the Engliþ Merchants accompanied us to ſre 
the Curioſities of the Iſland, and thoſe of the 


Town. I had a particular Veneration for this 


Place, as it was the Scene of the Adventures of two 
faithful Lovers, who here finiſhed their Lives and 
Misfortunes together, after retiring from the Rage 
of their Perſecutors in England, The Nomiſb In- 
habitants abound with all the ſuperſtitious Cuſtoms 
and Ceremonies that can make a rational Creature 
ſick of Ignorance and Enthuſiaſm; and, perhaps, 
in their Manners, are the baſeſt and loweſt Wretches 
that one can form an idea of. I found the cele- 
brated Wines of this Place not near of ſo generous 
a Reliſh and Flavour, as they were in moſt diſtant 
Parts I had drank-them : And *ts an Obſervation _ 
of the Merchants, that the beſt Madeira is to be 
found at New York, in North America, owing as 
much. to their Management of it there, as to the 
Accidents of Purgation and Refining which it meets 
with in the Paſſage. We ſpent many agreeable 
Hours here, and were univerſally careſſed; but, 
to our Diſappointment, found .only one Dutch 


Ship, of ail our Convoy, had put into Hal; which 


gave me freſh Pain for poor Diaper, who, my me- 


Jancholy Diſpoſition ſuggeſted to me, had en

One Evening I was returning from a Merchant's 
to the Engliſh Conjul's, having left Mr. Saris and 


Captain Beeckman behind me, and was going to

ſtirred myſelf in a Manner that made our Antago- 
niſts think it was Time to act with more Caution 


ways Cowards, and after giving my Companion a 
Wound, that laid him on the Ground, and run- 
ning me thro” the Left-arm, one of them dropping, 
and the reſt having received ſeveral Hurts, they 
ſcoured away, and left us Maſters of the Field of 
Battle. By this Time the Garriſon had been alarm- 
ed, and a ſtrong Party, with an Officer at the 
Head of it, ſent to quell any Diſonder that might 


have ariſen; They found me raiſing the unknown 


Gentleman, who had received ſeveral Wounds, and, 
. Man's Face, 
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they knew him to be one of thoſe execrable Raſ- 
cals, that for Hire will undertake to rid a Man of 
his Enemy, by ſtabbing him or ſhooting him pri- 
vately, or attacking him with Numbers; a Prac- 
tice more common amongſt the Portigueze than - 

even with the Spemiards and [talians; nay, thoſe 
Fellows pretend to ſo much Honour in their Way, 
that if the Employer happens to relent, they ſurely 
facrifice him, if he gives Notice to his Antagoniſt 
to avoid the Danger he has planted for him. 
When the Officer had received my Account of the 
Affair, he very civilly defired me to attend him to 
the Governor, who was making merry at an Eng- 
{i Merchant's, who teſtified ſo much in my Fa- 
vour, that we were ſet at Liberty, and a Procla- 
mation iſſued to take the reſt of the Perſons con- 


cerned in this vile Attempt. The Gentleman I 


had relieved could ſcarcely walk, but underſtand- 
ing he quartered at Don Henriques de Guzman's 
the "Officer and myſelf accompanied him there,

F informed Mr. Saris of my good Fortune, in 
having ſaved the Life of a Man I ſo much loved, 
and whom I had not ſeen for ſo many Years, I 
could perceive Mr, Archer was altered very much 
for the better, and had all the Gentleman about 
him; together with the Roughneſs of an Euglih- 
man, there was mingled the ſoft Air and Look cf 
the Portugueze, which had a very good Effect upon 
the Spectator; but what I valued him much for 
was to ſee that he carried the ſame honeſt friendly 
Heart in his Boſom, that he had done when we 
roved the Fields of Science, under the endearing 
Care of my Father. I carried Mr. Saris with ma- 
to ſee him, and he was ſo well recovercd, that he 
was able to diſcourſe; and we renewed again all 
thoſe Teflimonies of Affection, ſo natural where

He told me, he gueſſed ſomewhat of the Matter, and 
that his being careſſed by Don Henriques, and bis a- 
miable Daughter, had raiſed the Hatred of Don 
Juan de Carvalho, a noble Portugueze, who had 
Pretenſions to her; and Love and Jealouſy being 
almoſt always united in the Portugueze, that he 
had thus contrived to take him of, We en- 
tered into a Difcourſe of the baſe Principles that 
animate this Nation, and from thence into another 
on Duelling, which is ſo common in other Coun- 
tries; and Mr, Saris obſerved, that the Method of 
taking an Enemy off in this Manner, with the 
gloomy revengeful Portugueze, allowing for the 
different Notions of Things, that different People 
or Nations have, was equally honourable when 
conſidered in this Light, that the ſingle Com- 
batant, as well as the Aſſaſſinator thinks, no- 
thing can -retrieve his Honour but ſpilling the 
Blood of his Antagoniſt, Indeed the generous 
Engliſhman, and the Frenchman, oppoſes his Man 
ſingly, and Face to Face; but the ſame Prinei- 
ples inſpire his Breaſt as do thoſe. of an Italian, 
when he ſtabs you behind with bis Szillerto; for 
they purſue the ſame Ends, but by different Routs. 
If any Thing, the Practice of the Engii/h and 
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French is more abſurd; for to have received 
an Injury, and, at the ſame Time, to put it into the 
Power of your Enemy to take your Liſe, is 
either confounding Right and Wrong, or is depend- 
ing upon the Aſſiſtance of a Being in the Combat, 
who has declared, He that ſheds Man's Blood, by 
Han ſhall bis Blood be ſhed. Pity it is, that the 
utmoſt Contempt does not ſucceed ſuch Encoun- 
ters to both Parties, and that by a public Brand, 
they were not ſeparated from Society, as Aliens 
and Strangers to thoſe amiable Propenſities of hu- 
man Nature, Mercy and Forgiveneſs of Injuries, 
Captain Beeckman conſenting at our Requeſt to 
Mr. 4rcher's taking Paſſage with him, we accom- 
modated him as well as we could ; and being quite 
recovered, and fetiling his Affairs, fo as to find 
them as he wiſhed, when he ſaw his Correſpon- 
dent at Liſlen, we took Leave of all Friends and 
Acquaintance, and weirhing, ſtood for the North- 
eaſt, and were ſoon out of Sight of the Iſland, run- 
ning afore the Wind with a fine Gale, which gave 
vs Hopes of ſoon concluding our tedious Voyage. 
Fair and ſerene Weather, continued during the 
Remainder” of our Paſſage, which being at the 
© moſt pleaſant Seaſon of the Year, yielded us 
great deal of Satisfaction; and ſure no one can 
deſcribe the many Starts and Motions of Joy 
that filled my Heart, in approaching Europe's hap- 
py Seats, after ſo long an | Abſence nay, the fame 
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Gladneſs ſhone in the Eyes of the meaneſt of our 
Crew, and even Mr. Saris, tho' oppreſſed with a 
black and deadly Melancholy, ſeemed inſpired with 
Pleaſure, It is Providence, it is Heaven itſelf, who 
has placed in our Breaſts that Inclination to our 
native Country, that directs and ſtimulates us in 
all our Actions; that amiable Propenſity to deſire 
and long to behold and enjoy the Happineſs of liv- 
ing, of dying, where we were firſt kindled into 
Life, and firſt became Members of Society ! Even 
the frozen Laplander, and the Sun-burnt Hotten- 
tot, have the ſame Sentiments, and deprived of their 
native, tho* comfortleſs Skies, are greatly unhap- 
py, and, pining, feel the moſt pungent Sorrow. 
We came to Anchor in that famous River, on 
which is ſeated the ever renowned Mart Amfter- 
dam, and I thought for a long Time my Cu- 
Tiofity could never be ſatisfied, in viewing all the 
Wonders of that great Metropolis, not only of the 
United Provinces, but, I may ſay alſo of the whole 
trading World; and my two Companions, who 
were alſo before Strangers to the Place and Coun-- 
try, were as eager, as myſelf, to gratify them

M R. Saris having found an Opportunity to go 


to Jreland, by a Ship bound to Cork, laid 
hold of it, and, after taking the moſt tender Leave 
of each other, and promiſing to keep up an epifto- | 
lary Correſpondence, embarked for that Place, leav- Fa 


ing it to my Care to remit him the Effects he 


had in Truman's Hands when I got to England, 
where I would fain have perſuaded him. to accom- 


therefore I could not poſſibly expect that Gratifica- 
tion. Soon after his Departure, Mr. Archer bay- 


ing completed a valuable Cargo for Portugal, alſo 
took his Leave of me, - intruſting o my Care, 


Letters to his Father, to mine and my Mother, 
and Mr. Sharpley the elder. I parted with him, 
with great Regret, and his ReluQance to ſeparate 
was almoſt as great as mine; but we comforted 
each other in the Conſideration, that, in about a 


T welvemonth 
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Twyelvemonth he would be able to complete all his 
Affairs Abroad, and return to England, 

1 applied to ſeveral eminent Jewellers to diſpoſe 
of my large Diamond, which I was now reſolved 
to turn into Money, in order to remit it to Eng- 
land; but ſome thro' Ignorance, and others thro” 
Knavery, put fo low a Price upon it, that I was - 
reſolved not to diſpoſe of it here at all; However 
at laſt I happened at a Coffee houſe adjoining to 
the Stadthauſe, to mention it to Mr, Levy, a not- 
ed Jewiſh Broker, who was in Raptures at the 
Sight of it, and undertook to get me a Cuſtomer z 
which he accordingly did in the Prince of Darm- 
fladt, whoſe Agent paid me down to the Amount 
of 22,0001. which was more than ever I expect- 
ed; and I thought myſelf fo obliged to the Fidelity 
and Addreſs of Levy, that I inſiſted upon his ac- 
cepting 200 Florins, beſides what was uſual for 
Commiſlion ; and thus I found myſelf richer than I 
could in my moſt fanguine Hopes have defired, and 
immediately procured Bills payable at London, 
which I ſent by the Packet to Mr, Diaper, reſerv- 
ing only about 500 J. to carry me Home, and for 
ſuch other Matters as might occur. I now made 
the Tour of the Provinces, and faw the moſt 
conſiderable Places in the Dominions of the 
Republic, and at length went to Rotterdam, with 
a View to get a Paſſage in ſome Ship for England, 
and found the Salisbury, Capt, Mac- Kenzve, ready 

ep to 
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to fail; with whom agreeing, I embarked with 
him, and in three or four Days afterwards failed 
for that Country my Soul now longed after, tho' 
it revived in my Mind a thouſand Ideas, that pure 
me Pain inexpreſſible. 
Captain Mac-Renxie's Ship was a very ſtout one, 
and well manned ; ſo notwithſtanding Privateers 
ſwarmed in the Channel and North Seas, he was 
reſolved not to wait for Convoy, but make the 
beſt of his Way alone, and accordingly we failed 
with a favourable Wind ; but abreaſt of the North 
Foreland, we were chaced by a Privateer under 
French Colours, who, tho' we crouded all the Sail 
we could, wronged us greatly, and ſoon came up 
with us: She was a large Ship, full of Guns and 
Men; however Mac-Kenzie reſolved to do all he 
could to ſave himſelf, and edging down upon her, 
gave her a Broadſide, which raked her fore and aft, 
and damaged her Rigging; our Salute was return- 
ed by the like Compliment, and all their Tops being 
*manned with Marines, with ſmall Arms, who diſ- 
charged at the ſame Time, we had a Number of our 
Men killed and wounded, and Captain, Mac. Kenzie 
being ſhot thro' the Head, his Mate diſabled, and 
all Things in Confufion, it was thought high Time 
to ſtrike to the Enemy, who ſent their Boat on 
Board of us, and leaving a Number of Hands be- 
hind them, took me and two or three other Paſſen- 
Sers with them to appear before their Captain, 
25 whoſe 
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whoſe Name was Le Serre, and the Privateer's the- 
Terrible, belonging to Havre de Grace, He be- 
haved with an Extremity of Politeneſs, returned us 
our Swords, made us dine with him, and forbid his 

Men to ſtrip any of the Priſoners, to whom he 

acted with great Generoſity and Tenderneſs. He 
found his Prize a very good one, which perhaps 
not a little contributed to his pleaſant Temper, for 

we were laden with a very valuable Cargo. My 

Loſs was very trifling, conſiſting principally of what 
Money I had about me; and Le Serre very much 
diſtinguiſhed me, and ſeemed greatly pleaſed with 
my Converſation. And thus found myſelf in the 
Condition of a Captive, tho' it did not give me 
much Pain, as there had, I underſtood, been a Car- 
tel ſettled between the two Nations for the Ex- 
change of Priſoners: Nay, I was not a little pleaſed 
that I ſhould have an Opportunity to ſee France, 
which I had a long Time deſired,

_ = diſpoſed of Matters in the Prize, and 
on Board the Terrible, the Captain carried 
us into Dunkirk, where our Men were put into 
the Priſon ; 3 but, as to myſelf and the reſt of the 
Paſſengers, we had Liberty upon our Parole, to 
walk in the Town, ſo that we did not go near 
the Works, which they are very cautious left 
any Stranger ſhould inſpect. We had a Houſe aſ- 
figned us to lodge in, and from thence, when a 
little ſettled, I wrote to my Father, Truman, and 
other Friends in England, to whom I had alſo be- 
fore wrote from Rotterdam, acquainting them with 
the Misfortune that had happened to me, and letting 
them know that I had drawn a Bill for 200 J. paya-

thing ſo much as to ſee me; and Mr, Gooduyl] had 

got Letters from a great Man to the Miniſter of 
the Marins in France, by which he did not doubt 
they ſhould hear I was immediately releaſed ; and 
this Way they the rather took, as no Cartel Ship 
would fail. to France for ſame Time, My Mo- 
ther's Letter waz full of Tenderneſs, and all that 


Affection and Regard ſhe preferved in her Breaſt for 


her Son, of which I had had fo many and fo great 
Inſtances, One Thing gave me a high SatisfaRi- 
on, which was, that I received a Letter from my 


Friend Diaper, who had ſafely arrived in England, 


and only waited my coming Home to celebrate his 
Nuptials with his deareſt Miſs Bellgir. In about 
10 Days, after I had the Pleaſure of receiving 
theſe Letters, which ſet my Heart at reſt, an Or- 
der came to the (Governor of Dunkirk, to releaſe an 
Engliſh Gentleman, whole Name was Thampſey, 
and to ſuffer him to depart to whatever Place his 


Inclination led him; and accordingly I was ſeat 


for by him, and acquainted with the News, Ire. 


turned him my Thanks in the beſt Manner I could, 


And he aid me to dine with him ; and I wrote a 
Letter of Acknowledgment to the Miniſter, and 


hoped Ihould be permitted to thank him in Perſon 
at my Arrival at Paris, where I propoſed todo my-

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ſelf the Honour to go as ſoon as I had ſettled my 
Affairs at Dunkirk, This I had no ſooner done, 
and received Remittances from London, than I re- 
ſolved” to ſet out for Paris ; but before 1 went, 
thought I could not leave Duntir#, with Satisfac- 
tion to my Mind, unleſs J endeavoured to ſoften 
the Rigours of my Countrymen's Confinement, 
who were now very numerous; and, accordingly, 
x went to the Place of their Durance, and be- 
ſttowed upon each of them a Sum of Money, and 
for the Uſe of the Ship's Crew I was taken in, I 
left a conſiderable Sum in the Hands of Mr. Peſtie- 
2hwaite, an Engliſb Merchant reſiding at Dunkirk, 
with a Deſire that he would iſſue it out to them, 
as he thought in his Diſcretion they needed it. Dun- 
kirk is not more formidable at preſent to this Na- 
tion, by its Situation and the Works that have been 
carried on there, than as it is the Receptacle and 
Aſylum of all the Outlaws, Bankrupts and Smug-

and Frauds; the latter particularly, who are con-

I hired a proper Conveyance, and ſet out by Way 
of Graveline to Calais, and from thence took Paſ- 
ſage in the Coach for Paris. Our Company con- 
ſiſted of three or four French Officers and a Domini- 
can, who was going to that Metropolis, having 
procured a Chaplainſhip to a Perſon of Diſtinction 
there. Nothing could be more entertaining than 
this Company, and the uſual Politeneſs of the French 
Nation made our Journey infinitely agreeable. At 
Amiens one of our Companions left us, whoſe Place 
was ſupplied by an Engliſh Gentleman, who ſeem- 
ed in Perſon and Temper formed to pleaſe : It is 
natural for one to be very curious in knowing the 
Affairs that detain our Countrymen in France, at 
this Time, and in a free and genteel Way he in- 
formed us, that he had been Captain of the Spy, an 


Engliſh Sloop of War, which was in purfuing a French 


Privateer too eagerly, run on Shore upon the Coaft 
of France, where, after loſing their Veſſel, they 
were obliged to ſeek for Shelter in their Longboatz 
and were made Priſoners of War ; that his Crew 
had been with himſelf exchanged, but having con- 
trated a Friendſhip with the Sieur de Pleſſis, Cap- 
tain of the Amiable, a French Ship of War, he had 
accorded to an Invitation he made him to- pay him 


a Vilt at Paris, The reſt of this Gentleman's

The Country Lout, at firſt hears with Ter- 
ror the Cannons roar, and the Din of War ; but 
Uſe and Cuſtom ſoon conquers his natural Averſi. 
on to thoſe ſhocking Scenes, and he ruſhes into the 
Battle with a Thirſt of Glory, knd joins coolly 
in the Sack of Towys and the Pillage of the poor 


Inhabitants z but this let me inſiſt upon, that even 


the unthinking common Soldier and Sailor, as well 
as the thinking Officer, feels at firſt Onſet a Palpi- 
tation of Heart, which the Continuance of the 
Fight, and the Example of each other ſoon over- 
comes.

My Aunt read this Letter with the utmoſt Aſto- 
niſhment ; and, tho? ſhe did not believe he had killed 
you in a Duel, yet ſhe did not doubt but he had, 
in the baſe Way of Aſſaſſination, taken away your.

M* Sharpley and myſelf ſoon ſettled what Af- 
fairs we had to tranſact at Paris; and, hav- 
ing now gratified our Curioſity with the Sight of 

| every Thing worth viewing, we only waited till 
Madam Rich had diſcharged her Servants, except 
the Engliſh ones ſhe brought over with her; and 
diſpoſed of the Houſe ſhe had bought at St. Clou, 
and the Furniture, which was very ſuperb; which 
ſhe ſoon did, to great Advantage, Mynheer Van
